PREFACE. 

A  maist,  when  asked  how  he  succeeded  in 
raising  such  splendid  flocks  of  sheep,  gave  the 
simple  answer,  "  I  take  care  of  my  lambs,  sir." 

Dear  superintendent  and  co-workers,  when 
we  bow  before  the  throne  of  the  Most  High 
and  receive  "the  crown  of  rejoicing  that 
fadeth  not  away,"  should  we  hear  the  Master's 
voice  saying,  "  Ye  took  care  of  my  lambs,"  shall 
we  not  be  glad  of  the  hours  we  spent  planning 
our  Junior  meetings,  of  the  moments  spent  in 
prayer,  of  the  patience  we  had  with  the  mis- 
chievous boys,  of  the  many  trials  and  discour- 
agements that  beset  us  all  the  way,  but  which 
in  the  end  strengthened  us  for  future  effort  ? 

I  want  just  a  personal  word  with  you  in  this 
preface.  My  heart  goes  out  to  you  with  this 
little  book.  If  its  lessons  help  you  in  your 
work  with  the  children,  it  is  because  God  has 
blessed  our  efforts  in  a  common  cause.  There 
is  one  thing  that  we  should  always  keep  in 
mind, — that  the  souls  of  these  children  for 
whom  we  labor  are  worth  more  than  all  the 
time,  strength,  and  effort  that  we  can  possibly 
expend. 
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To  make  our  Junior  societies  a  success,  we 
must  first  get  acquainted  with  our  boys  and 
girls.  To  do  this,  we  must  love  them,  and 
show  that  we  do  so  by  recognizing  them  on 
the  street,  greeting  them  with  a  smile  and  a 
cheerful  voice,  taking  an  interest  in  the  little 
things  that  make  up  their  lives,  and  inviting 
them  to  our  homes,  individually,  by  com- 
mittees, and  as  a  society.  All  they  want  is  a 
chance  to  serve.  They  will  be  your  loyal 
helpers  in  the  work  of  the  society  if  you  but 
give  them  a  chance.  They  need  a  leader,  not  a 
commander.  The  topics  this  year  furnish  much 
work  for  the  different  committees.  There 
is  scarcely  a  lesson  that  will  not  be  better  if 
carried  out  by  one  or  more  of  the  committees. 
In  order  to  make  their  work  successful,  you 
must  keep  ahead  of  the  topic  two  or  three 
weeks,  for  the  committee  meetings  must  be 
announced  and  the  work  planned. 

Most  of  the  blackboard  work  can  be  done 
by  the  Juniors,  and  I  would  urge  that  they  be 
allowed  to  do  it,  unless  perhaps  in  a  few  in- 
stances it  would  make  the  lesson  clearer  and 
stronger  for  you  to  do  it. 

For  the  sake  of  those  who  are  new  to  the 
work  I  will  say  a  word  about  how  to  use  these 
lessons.  In  the  first  place,  study  the  lesson 
over  carefully.     Keep  it  in  mind  through  the 
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preceding  week.  If  there  is  an  object-lesson 
connected  with  it,  prepare  this  in  ample  time 
to  plan  just  how  you  are  going  to  use  it ;  if  a 
blackboard  talk,  familiarize  yourself  with  the 
subject,  but  do  not  try  to  make  artistic  draw- 
ings. The  objects  if  represented  by  certain 
marks  will  appeal  to  the  Juniors  and  awaken 
in  their  minds  an  imaginative  power  that  will 
tend  only  to  impress  the  thought  of  the  lesson. 

You  will  notice  that  I  often  use  the  expres- 
sion, "  draw  from  the  Juniors."  This  means 
to  ask  a  few  carefully  planned  questions  that 
will  help  the  Juniors  to  grasp  the  thought  that 
you  wish  to  teach.  In  other  words,  do  not 
tell  the  lesson  to  the  Juniors,  but  lead  them  to 
tell  it. 

You  may  not  be  able  to  carry  out  the  sug- 
gestions in  these  lessons  just  as  they  are  given. 
But  they  may  awaken  in  your  mind  something 
that  you  can  carry  out.  They  are  meant  only 
to  be  suggestive.  As  you  get  these  books  year 
after  year,  let  me  ask  you  to  keep  them  for 
reference.  The  topics  may  never  be  quite  the 
same,  but  they  often  approach  one  another  so 
nearly  that  the  old  lessons  will  lend  sugges- 
tions to  the  new. 

Some  helps  that  will  prove  very  useful  in 
this  year's  work  are  "  Junior  Eecitations  "  by 
Amos   E.   Wells,  "  Catechisms   in   Junior  So- 
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cieties  "  by  Dr.  Clark,  the  Junior  department 
of  The  Christian  Endeavor  World,  and  a  book- 
let called  "  Helps  and  Hints  for  Junior  Work- 
ers." These  can  all  be  had  of  the  United  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Endeavor,  Tremont  Temple, 
Boston,  Mass.

JUNIOR  TOPICS    OUTLINED. 


January  6. 

WHEN  SHOULD  WE  BEGIN  TO  LOYE 
AND  SERVE  GOD? 

Eccl.  12 :  1;  Matt.  18:  1-6. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  new  year  should 
be  planned  with  a  view  to  drawing  the  Juniors 
very  close  to  Christ.  Make  it  a  time  of  con- 
secration. Our  subject  is  especially  adapted 
to  this  purpose.  Meet  with  your  prayer-meet- 
ing committee  just  before  the  Junior  hour, 
pray  for  the  meeting,  and  ask  each  member  of 
the  committee  to  make  a  short  prayer  just 
after  the  reading  of  the  Scripture  lesson  by 
the  leader. 

Open  the  lesson  talk  by  showing  some 
seeds.  Then  lead  the  Juniors  to  tell  when 
and  how  things  begin  to  grow.  They  will 
readily  see  the  connection  between  beginning 
to  grow  and  beginning  to  serve. 

Draw  on  the  blackboard  a  square  to  repre- 
sent a  garden,  and  make  a  fence  around  it ;  as 

13 
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you  are  drawing  this,  tell  the  story  of  a  man 
who  made  a  garden  and  planted  in  it  choice 
seeds,  then  built  a  high  fence  about  it  to  keep 
the  chickens  and  dogs  out ;  then  he  went  away 
and  left  it,  thinking  that  when  he  came  back 
the  vegetables  would  be  ripe  and  the  flowers 
in  bloom.;  but,  alas  !  while  the  fence  kept  the 
dogs  and  chickens  out,  it  did  not  keep  off 
weeds  and  there  was  no  fruit  or  flower  to  be 
seen. 

God  has  given  each  of  us  a  garden  to  plant 
and  tend.  (Here  draw  a  heart  on  the  black- 
board.) He  has  given  us  good  seed  to  plant 
(ask  the  Juniors  to  tell  what  the  good  seed  is, 
and  write  it  in  the  heart),  and  a  book  that  tells 
us  how  to  care  for  this  garden.  Now,  if  we 
are  going  to  have  a  good  garden  and  fruits  and 
flowers  in  our  lives,  we  must  keep  constant 
watch,  and  pull  out  all  the  weeds  that  start  to 
grow ;  and  the  only  way  to  do  this  is  to  love 
and  serve  God.  We  must  begin  now  wThile  we 
are  young ;  or,  when  we  go  to  our  garden,  it 
will  be  overrun  with  weeds. 

Have  small  cards  prepared  with  a  "seed 
text "  written  on  each.  Give  one  to  each 
Junior,  and  ask  them  to  plant  the  seed  in  their 
heart  garden. 

Before  the  meeting  closes  ask  how  maiiy  are 
willing  to  begin  to-day  to  love  and  serve  God. 
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January  13. 
LESSONS  FROM  BIBLE  MOTHERS. 

(Maey,  Elizabeth,  Eunice,  Jochebed,  Hannah,  etc.) 

Let  the  girls  have  charge  of  this  meeting, 
and  tell  the  boys  that  on  the  second  Sunday 
of  next  month  they  may  have  charge  of  a 
meeting  on  Bible  fathers. 

Ask  the  girls  to  meet  at  your  home  some 
evening  previous  to  this  meeting,  and  arrange 
the  plans  for  your  Junior  meeting  for  the  next 
Sunday.  Plan  to  have  one  of  the  girls  find 
out  all  she  can  about  Mary ;  whose  mother 
she  was,  what  kind  of  a  mother,  where  she 
lived,  etc.  Then  tell  who  her  son  was,  and 
how  he  showed  the  training  of  a  good  mother 
in  his  life.  She  may  tell  this  story,  or  write 
it  out  in  her  own  words  and  read  it  at  the 
meeting.  Let  another  girl  find  out  about 
Elizabeth,  another  about  Hannah,  and  so  on. 
As  each  girl  tells  her  story,  write  the  name  of 
the  mother  and  the  son  of  whom  she  speaks 
on  the  blackboard.  In  this  way  the  Juniors 
will  not  get  confused. 

Luke  1  will  give  the  story  of  Mary  and 
Elizabeth.     If  possible,  show  pictures  of  the 
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Madonna  and  the  child,  and  little  Samuel. 
These  can  be  secured  of  the  Perry  Pictures 
Company  at  one  cent  each.  Acts  16:1  and  2 
Tim.  1 :  5  tell  of  Eunice.  Num.  26 :  59  and 
Exod.  2 :  1-10  tell  of  Jochebed.  The  story 
may  be  told  here  of  how  the  wicked  King 
Pharaoh  had  ordered  all  the  little  boy  babies 
killed,  but  God  took  care  of  them  in  his  own 
way.  Jochebed  hid  her  baby  until  it  was  so 
large  she  could  hide  it  no  longer  with  safety. 
Then  the  story  may  go  on  as  told  in  the  chap- 
ter referred  to  above. 

1  Sam.  1 :  27,  28  ;  2  :  1-11,  will  give  the  story 
of  Hannah. 

Ask  the  girls  to  find  out  how  many  times 
each  mother  named  is  mentioned  in  the  Bible. 
Ask  them  to  find  out  about  other  mothers  who 
are  mentioned  in  the  Bible. 

After  this  part  of  the  meeting  is  over,  ask 
the  Juniors  to  mention  ways  of  helping  our 
mothers.  Impress  the  thought  that  we  owe 
much  to  them,  that  we  should  be  kind  and 
gentle  toward  them  and  always  ready  to  help 
and  spare  them. 
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January  20. 

HOW  CAN  WE  HELP  ONE  ANOTHEK 
TO  BE  GOOD? 

EpK.  4 :  29-32. 

We  will  tell  the  Juniors  that  we  are  going 
to  have  a  "  Helping  Be  "  to-day,  so  we  will  di- 
vide the  society  into  two  parts,  having  one 
half  sit  on  one  side  of  the  room  and  the  other 
half  on  the  other  side  of  the  room.  Arrange 
to  have  two  leaders.  Place  the  blackboard  on 
a  table  between  the  leaders.  Draw  a  dividing 
line  down  the  centre  of  the  blackboard.     On 
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one  side  of  the  board  write  "  Always  "  ;  on  the 
other  side  write  "  Never  "  ;  under  each  of  these 
make  a  large  letter  B. 

Have  the  leader  of  the  Always  B  read  the 
first  verse  of  the  Scripture  lesson,  the  leader 
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of  the  Never  B  read  the  second  and  third 
verse,  then  the  first  leader  read  the  last  verse. 
Now  lead  the  Juniors  on  one  side  of  the  room 
to  tell  what  we  should  always  be  to  help 
others  to  be  good,  and  those  on  the  other  side 
what  we  should  never  be,  if  we  would  help 
others  to  be  good.  As  each  side  names  some 
quality,  have  the  leader  of  that  side  write  it  on 
the  blackboard. 

Lead  the  Juniors  to  see  that  to  help  others 
to  be  good  we  must  be  good  ourselves. 

Make  the  meeting  bright  with  such  songs  as 
"  Throw  out  the  life-line,"  "  Rescue  the  perish- 
ing," etc. 

A  meeting  should  be  announced  to-day  to 
arrange  for  the  Christian  Endeavor  Day  meet- 
ing which  occurs  on  February  3. 
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January  27. 

MISSIONS  :  HEATHEN  HOMES  AND 
CHKISTIAN  HOMES. 

8  Tim.  1:  3-5 ;  3:  U,  15. 

At  the  preceding  meeting,  ask  the  Juniors 
to  find  out  all  they  can  about  heathen  homes. 
To  make  sure  that  they  succeed  in  this,  ap- 
point a  committee  of  six  or  seven  of  the  older 
Juniors  to  meet  with  you  sometime  during  the 
week,  so  that  you  can  help  them  find  some  in- 
teresting facts.     Also  have   them  prepare  a

number  of  little  paper  boxes  about  two  inches 
square.  The  accompanying  illustration  will 
show  how  these  little  boxes  are  to  be  folded. 
Cut  on  the  heavy  lines,  and  fold  on  the  dotted 
lines.  These  boxes  may  be  made  of  white  or 
colored  paper.     You  will  need  quite  a  lot  of 
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them,  for  we  want  to  build  a  Christian  home 
and  a  heathen  home  of  them.  After  the  boxes 
are  made,  print  on  half  of  them  the  names  of 
things  that  make  a  Christian  home,  and  on  the 
other  half  the  things  that  make  a  heathen 
home. 

In  your  talk  at  the  Junior  meeting  lead  the 
Juniors  to  tell  you  all  they  can  about  heathen 
homes  and  Christian  homes,  then  compare  the 
two.  Build  of  the  little  boxes  which  you  have 
prepared  for  the  Christian  home  what  will  rep- 
resent the  front  of  the  house,  and  with  those 
for  the  heathen  home  build  what  will  repre- 
sent an  Oriental  house.  Then  go  over  the 
names  on  each  house,  and  bring  out  very 
clearly  that  the  love  and  knowledge  of  Christ 
make  the  difference  between  these  two  homes. 

After  the  lesson  talk  has  closed,  give  a  box 
to  each  Junior,  tell  him  to  take  it  home  and 
save  his  pennies  in  it  till  the  next  missionary 
meeting,  then  bring  his  pennies  into  the  meet- 
ing, and  they  will  be  sent  where  they  will  help 
some  heathen  children  to  have  a  Christian 
home. 
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Febkuary  3. 

BE  STRONG. 

Josh.  1:  I'll. 

(Christian  Endeavor  Day.) 

This  is  the  twentieth  anniversary  of  Chris- 
tian Endeavor,  and  special  pains  should  be 
taken  to  make  it  mean  much  to  our  Juniors. 
Have  them  invite  their  parents,  friends,  and 
pastor.  Make  the  Junior  room  bright  with 
flags,  plants,  and  flowers.  If  possible,  have  a 
picture  of  Dr.  Clark,  the  father  of  Christian 
Endeavor,-  to  show  to  the  Juniors.  A  very- 
good  one  can  be  secured  from  the  Perry 
Pictures  Company. 

The  poem  may  be  recited  by  three  little 
boys,  each  of  them  reciting  a  verse.  The  first 
one  should  wear  a  card  with  the  word 
"  hope  "  printed  on  it,  the  second  with  the  wrord 
"  bear,"  the  third  with  the  word  "  love." 

Write  the  words  of  the  song  very  plainly  on 
the  blackboard,  and  teach  it  to  the  Juniors 
previous  to  this  meeting. 

Prepare  an  object-talk  by  cutting  from  card- 
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board  the  following  objects  :  a  small  girdle,  a 
breastplate,  a  sole  of  a  shoe,  a  shield,  a  helmet, 
and  a  sword. 

After  a  short  song  service  have  the  Scrip- 
ture read  responsively  by  the  leader  and  the 
Juniors.  Follow  this  with  a  short  prayer  serv- 
ice. Your  object-talk  should  be  very  short 
and  bright.  Make  clear  to  the  Juniors  what 
it  means  to  be  strong  Christians,  also  that  we 


need  not  trust  to  our  own  strength,  but  that 
God  has  promised  that  he  will  give  us  strength. 
Eead  Eph.  6  :  13-18,  and  illustrate  this  text 
with  the  little  objects  you  have  prepared. 
Much  emphasis  should  be  placed  on  the  last 
verse,    teaching  that  prayer  is  the  one  import- 
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ant  thing  if  we  desire  to  be  strong.     Close  with 
sentence  prayers  by  the  Juniors.

Have  them  meet  with  you 
some  evening  previous  to  the  meeting  and  plan 
for  it.  Provide  each  boy  with  a  pencil  and 
paper ;  then  with  the  Bibles  find  out  all  you 
can  about  Bible  fathers.  You  may  plan  this 
meeting  like  the  one  of  January  13  or  plan  to 
have  each  boy  bring  some  interesting  fact 
about  the  topic. 

1  Sam.  3 :  12,  13  will  tell  that  God  punished 
Eli  because  he  had  not  been  the  right  kind  of 
a  father  to  his  two  sons.  The  sons  turned  out 
bad  and  wicked  men,  and  were  finally  killed. 
When  Eli  heard  this,  he  was  so  overcome  that 
he  fell  backward  and  died. 

Have  the  Juniors  draw  the  lesson  from  this 
that  God  had  given  Eli  two  little  boys  to  train 
in  his  service,  and  Eli  was  careless,  and  did  not 
try  to  make  them  good  men.  When  God  gives 
us  charge  over  anything,  we  should  try  to  do 
as  we  think  he  would  have  us  do. 

David    was    a  good  father,  and  loved  his 
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children  dearly.  Absalom  was  a  wicked  man, 
but  it  was  because  he  would  not  obey  his 
father.  Solomon  was  a  good  son,  and  showed 
the  training  of  a  good  father  in  his  life,  but 
did  not  stand  firm  to  the  end.  These  and 
other  facts  may  be  found  by  reading  2  Samuel. 

Abraham  was  called  the  father  of  the  faith- 
ful, and  he  was  a  faithful  father.  Have  the 
Juniors  find  the  story  of  the  offering  up  of 
Isaac.     Gen.  22. 

The  story  of  Jephthah  is  found  in  the  book 
of  Judges.  The  vow  he  made  to  God  and  its 
results  are  recorded  in  Judg.  11 :  34-40. 

After  a  discussion  of  these  characters  the 
Juniors  can  readily  draw  the  lessons  from  each. 
Have  all  the  names  written  plainly  on  the 
blackboard  as  they  are  being  discussed. 

Ask  each  boy  to  make  a  list  of  all  the  Bible 
fathers  he  can  find,  and  see  who  can  find  the 
most. 
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Febeuaey  17. 

WHY  SHOULD  WE  AYOLD  EVIL  COM- 
PANIONS  ? 

Ps.  1:  1-6  ;  1  Cor.  15:  33. 

Use  for  an  object-lesson  a  large-sized  heart 
cut  from  white  paper,  and  a  piece  of  soft 
charcoal.  Show  the  heart,  and  call  attention 
to  its  spotless  purity.  Ask  why  it  is  so  clean 
and  white.  The  Juniors  will  tell  you,  of 
course,  that  it  has  never  been  soiled  ;  now  lay 
the  heart  in  your  hand  and  on  it  the  piece  of 
charcoal ;  pass  it  around,  and  show  the  Juniors 
the  contrast  between  the  white  heart  and  the 
black  coal.  After  this  lay  the  coal  aside,  and 
show  them  the  heart  again.  It  will,  of  course, 
be  soiled  and  blackened  with  the  charcoal. 

Now  have  the  Juniors  draw  the  lesson  from 
this.  The  clean  heart  represents  our  hearts 
when  they  are  good  and  pure.  The  coal 
represents  the  bad  or  evil  hearts.  Just  as  the 
white  heart  was  soiled  when  it  came  in  contact 
with  the  coal,  so  our  hearts  will  be  soiled  with 
sin  if  we  associate  with  evil  companions. 

Ask  the  Juniors  to  name  ways  in  which  our 
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lives  may  be  spoiled  if  we  associate  with  evil 
companions,  and  as  each  way  is  named  have  it 
written  on  the  blackboard. 
Teach  1  Cor.  15 :  33  for  a  memory  verse. 
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Febeuary  24. 

PLEDGE  MEETING  NO.  1:  "TRUSTING 
IN  THE  LOKD  JESUS  CHEIST  FOR 
STRENGTH." 

Phil.  4:  12,  13. 

You  will  notice  by  the  topics  that  we  shall 
have  five  pledge  meetings  throughout  the  year. 
A  great  deal  of  earnest  thought  and  prayer 
should  be  given  to  each  one  of  these  meetings 
that  they  may  mean  a  great  deal  to  our 
Juniors. 

A  very  pretty  gift,  and  one  that  will  be 
much  appreciated  by  the  Juniors,  may  be  pre- 
pared for  these  meetings.  Purchase  a  sheet 
of  tinted  cardboard  (this  can  be  had  at  any 
printing-office  at  from  three  to  five  cents  a 
sheet)  and  some  baby-ribbon.  Cut  some  hearts 
from  the  cardboard ;  these  should  be  about 
three  inches  wide  and  three  and  a  half  long. 
On  the  first  heart  print  neatly  the  words  "  My 
Pledge,"  on  the  second ;  "  Trusting  in  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  for  strength  "  ;  on  the  third, 
"  I  promise  to  do  whatever  he  would  like  to 
have  me  do "  ;  on  the  fourth,  "  I  will  pray 
every  day  " ;  on  the  fifth,  "  I  will  read  the 
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Bible  every  day  "  ;  and  on  the  sixth  the  re- 
mainder of  the  pledge.  Tie  the  first  and 
second  hearts  together  with  a  piece  of  the 
baby-ribbon,,  give  each  of  the  Juniors  one  of 
these  at  pledge  meeting  No.  1,  then  at  each  of 
the  succeeding  pledge  meetings  give  each  a 
heart  with  the  corresponding  part  of  the 
pledge  and  let  the  Juniors  tie  it  into  the  book- 
let. "When  the  last  heart  has  been  tied  in, 
they  will  each  have  a  beautiful  heart-shaped 
booklet. 

In  conducting  the  lesson  for  to-day  ask  each 
Junior  to  rise  and  tell  what  he  thinks  it  means 
to  trust  God  for  strength.  This  will  lead  to  an 
earnest  discussion  of  that  part  of  the  pledge. 

Make  the  following  arrangement  of  the 
topic  on  the  blackboard :

BEINGING  OTHEKS  TO  JESUS. 

John  1:  J^O-JfS. 

After  the  Scripture  lesson  has  been  read  by 
the  leader  draw  from  the  Juniors  the  follow, 
ing  facts :  Andrew  believed  in  Jesus  and  fol- 
lowed him,  and  was  so  glad  that  he  went  and 
found  his  own  brother  and  told  him  about 
Jesus.  Andrew  was  a  faithful  disciple  as  long 
as  he  lived ;  his  brother,  whom  he  brought  to 
Jesus  that  dav,  was  one  to  whom  we  owe  much 
of  the  Christian  religion  of  to-day.  He  was  a 
disciple,  an  apostle,  and  a  preacher.  If  An- 
drew had  not  brought  him  to  Jesus  that  day, 
he  might  never  have  come.  Now  have  the 
last  three  verses  of  the  lesson  read,  and  empha- 
size these  facts  :  Philip  followed  Jesus,  and  was 
so  glad  that  he  had  found  Jesus  that  he  wanted 
to  get  some  one  else  to  follow ;  so  he  went  and 
found  Nathanael  and  told  him  about  Jesus. 

Teach  the  lesson  that,  if  wre  would  bring 
others  to  Jesus,  we  must  do  just  as  the  dis- 
ciples did,  and  tell  our  relatives  and  friends 
about  Jesus.  The  first  and  most  important 
thing  is  that  we  must  follow  Jesus  ourselves, 
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and  those  about  us  will  see  Jesus  in  our  lives 
and  know  that  we  have  been  with  him. 

Draw  a  perpendicular  line  through  the 
centre  of  the  blackboard.  At  the  top  of  the 
left-hand  side  write,  "Ways  of  following 
Jesus,"  at  the  right-hand  side,  "  How  can  we 
bring  others  to  Jesus  ? "  As  the  Juniors 
suggest  ways  of  doing  this,  have  them  written 
on  the  blackboard. 

An  object-lesson  may  be  used  that  will  be 
very  pleasing  to  the  Juniors.  Have  one  com- 
mon-sized candle  in  a  candlestick,  and  four 
small  Christmas  candles  of  different  colors ; 
these  may  be  made  to  stand  up  by  taking  a 
piece  of  cardboard  two  inches  square,  warm- 
ing the  lower  end  of  the  candle  over  a  flame, 
and  holding  it  against  the  centre  of  the  card- 
board until  the  wax  cools.  Light  the  larger 
candle,  which  will  represent  Christ.  Take 
two  of  the  little  candles  in  your  hands ;  one 
we  will  call  Andrew ;  the  other,  Peter ;  now 
light  the  one  we  call  Andrew  from  the  larger 
candle,  then  with  it  light  the  one  we  call 
Peter,  then  treat  the  other  two  small  candles 
in  the  same  way,  calling  one  Philip  and  the 
other  Nathanael.  This  will  show  to  the 
Juniors  how  we  can  keep  taking  God's  light 
to  others,  and  in  that  way  the  whole  world 
may  become  light  with  God's  love. 
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Maech  10. 
LESSONS  FROM  BIBLE  CHILDREN. 

("The  Little  Maid,"  the  Lad  with  the  Fishes: 
Samuel,  Josiah,  Solomon,  Daniel,  Timothy, 
Christ  in  the  Temple,  etc.) 

The  lessons  on  Bible  characters  give  the 
Juniors  a  chance  to  become  familiar  with 
their  Bibles. 

At  the  previous  meeting  ask  the  Juniors  to 
see  how  many  can  find  in  the  Bible  where  it 
tells  about  the  children  mentioned  in  the  topic 
of  to-day.  Give  each  of  eight  Juniors  one  of 
the  following  references,  and  ask  him  to  write 
the  story  of  this  child  in  his  own  words  and 
read  it  at  the  Junior  meeting. 

The  story  of  "  the  little  maid  "  is  found  in 
2  Kings  5,  and  teaches  what  a  child's  faith 
in  God  may  do. 

The  story  of  the  lad  with  the  fishes  is  found 
in  John  6 :  9-14,  and  teaches  the  lesson  that 
we  may  serve  God  with  even  the  little  things 
in  our  lives,  just  as  the  lad's  little  lunch  fed 
the  five  thousand. 

1  Sam.  3  :  4-14  tells  the  story  of  the  little 
Samuel.     The  lesson  to  be  drawn  from  that  is 
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that  we  should  obey  God's  voice  when  he 
speaks  to  us,  just  as  Samuel  did.  Samuel 
always  said  his  prayers. 

The  account  of  Josiah  as  a  little  child  is 
found  in  2  Kings  22 :  1,  2,  also  2  Chron.  34 : 
1-7.  This  little  boy  teaches  us  that,  if  we  set 
right  about  it  to  do  good  and  overcome  the 
sin  in  the  world,  trusting  God  as  he  did,  we 
can  do  a  great  deal. 

Solomon's  name  signifies  "Beloved  of  the 
Lord."  1  Kings  3 :  7-14  gives  us  the  lesson 
from  Solomon. 

Dan.  1 :  8-21  tells  of  Daniel  as  a  youth. 
Draw  a  temperance  lesson  from  this. 

Find  the  lesson  of  Timothy  in  2  Tim.  1 : 
1-9 ;  14,  15.  He  became  a  good  man  and  a 
great  preacher  because  he  followed  the  teach- 
ings of  a  Christian  mother  and  grandmother. 
He  won  for  his  friend  the  apostle  Paul. 

In  Luke  2 :  40-52  we  shall  find  the  incident 
in  the  life  of  Jesus  that  shows  us  that  he  was 
eager  to  seek  knowledge  and  that  he  was 
obedient  to  his  parents. 

Ask  the  Juniors  to  find  as  many  names  of 
Bible  children  as  they  can. 
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March  17. 

WHY   DRUNKARDS    CANNOT    ENTER 
HEAVEN. 

1  Cor.  6 :  5,  10. 

Make  a  chalk-talk  of  this  lesson,  using  the 
following  story : — 

Once  upon  a  time  there  lived  a  man  (draw 
a  figure  that  will  represent  a  man  in  the  lower 
left-hand  corner  of  the  blackboard)  who  always 
had  one  of  three  things  in  his  hand,  a  wine- 
glass, a  beer-mug,  or  a  whiskey-bottle.  (Draw 
these  on  the  blackboard  near  the  man.  If 
you  have  colored  chalk,  make  the  wine-glass 
red,  the  beer-mug  brown  with  white  top,  and 
the  bottle  brown  half-way  to  the  top.) 

Now  this  man  loved  these  things  better 
than  he  did  anything  else,  even  better  than 
his  wife  and  children.  He  spent  all  his  money 
for  them,  and  let  his  children  go  hungry  and 
half  clothed. 

One  evening  as  he  was  passing  by  a  beauti- 
ful church  he  heard  singing ;  and  went  in  and 
sat  down  in  a  corner.  (Draw  a  church.) 
Now  all  the  time  he  had  his  hand  on  a 
whiskey-bottle   that   was  in  his   pocket.     By 
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and  by  a  man  in  the  front  of  the  church  began 
to  tell  about  a  beautiful  city  that  had  golden 
gates,  and  every  one  was  happy  who  lived 
there.  (Draw  some  gates  in  the  upper  right- 
hand  corner  of  the  blackboard.) 

After  the  man  left  the  church  he  kept 
thinking  about  the  beautiful  city  and  the 
golden  gates  and  made  up  his  mind  he  would 
go  there,  but  he  thought  he  could  never  be 
happy  without  his  bottle  or  glass,  so  he  kept 


one  or  the  other  all  the  time.  He  went  along, 
rather  slowly  to  be  sure,  for  men  who  carry 
such  things  can't  walk  very  well.  (Outline  a 
road  from  the  man  to  the  gates,  using  the 
side  of  the  chalk  to  mark  with.)  Then,  too, 
he  had  to  stop  pretty  often  at  places  called 
saloons.  (Outline  saloon.)  Here  he  would 
quarrel  and  fight ;  then  he  would  stagger  on, 
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thinking  all  the  time  that  he  would  come  to 
the  golden  gates.  One  day  he  came  up 
against  a  wall.  (Make  a  wall  between  the 
man  and  the  gates.)  This  wall  was  made  of 
great  stones.  One  was  murder,  another  steal- 
ing, another  swearing,  etc.  (Write  these  words 
on  the  stones  of  the  wall.)  He  tried  to  climb 
over  the  wall,  but  every  time  he  tried  he  would 
slip  back.  Finally,  after  trying  many  times, 
he  began  to  get  discouraged,  and  sat  down  to 
think.  It  is  often  a  good  plan,  Juniors,  to  sit 
down  and  think  how  we  can  overcome  wrong. 
Well,  this  man  made  up  his  mind  that,  if  he 
would  throw  away  his  wine-glass,  beer-mug, 
whiskey-bottle,  and  a  great  big  demijohn  that 
he  was  trying  to  take  over  with  him,  maybe 
he  could  climb  the  wall.  So  he  tried  it,  and 
over  he  went  just  as  easy,  (erase  the  man  and 
draw  one  on  the  other  side  of  the  wall),  and 
as  he  got  down  on  the  other  side  he  looked 
about  him  and  saw  such  a  beautiful  light  shin- 
ing from  the  golden  gates  (make  lines  radiat- 
ing from  the  gates  to  the  man),  and  he  knew 
it  was  God's  love  and  that  the  gates  were  the 
gates  of  heaven.  He  did  not  want  his  bottle 
or  glass  now,  for  his  heart  was  full  of  other 
and  better  things,  and  he  marched  right  on  up 
to  the  gates  of  heaven. 
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March  24. 
COMPANIONS  OF  JESUS. 

Luke  21^:  13-32. 

Have  the  Scripture  lesson  read  very  care- 
fully so  that  the  Juniors  may  follow  it. 

Tell  the  story  that  leads  up  to  this,  about 
the  crucifixion,  and  how,  after  three  days,  the 
tomb  was  found  empty.  These  two  men  were 
friends  of  Jesus,  and,  as  they  walked  along, 
they  were  very  sad,  and  their  hearts  were  full, 
for  they  had  loved  him  ;  so  they  talked  about 
him  and  of  all  that  had  happened  to  him. 
And  as  they  talked  Jesus  drew  near.  Here 
have  the  Juniors  draw  from  the  lesson  that  if 
our  hearts  are  full  of  love  for  Jesus,  so  that 
we  talk  about  him  to  one  another,  he  will 
draw  near  to  us.  This  will  need  careful  plan- 
ning on  your  part,  to  shape  your  questions  so 
that  they  will  clearly  grasp  the  idea. 

Then  these  companions  of  Jesus  walked  be- 
side him  and  they  talked  together  of  all  that 
had  happened,  and  Jesus  told  them  many 
things  about  himself  and  what  the  prophets 
had  said  concerning  him.     So  with  us  ;  if  we 
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make  ourselves  fit  companions  for  Jesus,  we 
shall  learn  more  of  him  all  the  time. 

When  they  came  to  their  home  they  asked 
Jesus  to  abide  with  them,  so  he  stayed.  If 
we  ask  Jesus  to  live  with  us  we  can  have  him 
for  a  companion  all  the  time,  and  he  will  bless 
us,  just  as  he  did  those  companions. 

They  said  to  each  other,  after  Jesus  went 
on,  that  their  hearts  had  burned  within  them 
when  he  talked  with  them  by  the  way.  If 
we  keep  close  to  Christ  our  hearts  will  burn 
with  his  love  so  that  we,  like  those  friends, 
will  go  and  tell  others  that  Christ  is  risen  in- 
deed and  we  shall  hear  his  tender  words, — 
"  Peace  be  unto  you  !  "  Let  the  thought  of 
the  prayer  service  be  that  we  may  always  be 
Christ's  companions. 


40  JUNIOR   TOPICS  OUTLINED. 


March  31. 

MISSIONS:      OUE      MISSIONAKY      SO- 
CIETIES. 

(What  They  Are,  How  They  Are  Carried  on,  the 
Work  They  Bo.) 

Matt.  28:  16-20. 

This  is  such  a  vast  subject  that  it  would  be 
impossible  for  me  to  give  here  an  adequate 
idea  of  what  our  missionary  societies  are  do- 
ing. The  best  I  can  do  is  to  suggest  ways  in 
which  you  can  find  out  for  yourself. 

Two  or  three  weeks  previous  to  this  meet- 
ing, send  to  both  home  and  foreign  missionary 
societies  of  your  denomination  for  information. 
Your  pastor  can  tell  you  where  to  send  for 
this.  These  societies  have  reports  and  leaflets, 
that  they  are  glad  to  send  to  any  one  upon 
application. 

Let  your  missionary  committee  invade  the 
pastor's  study  some  afternoon,  or  evening, 
wrhen  he  can  give  them  an  hour,  and  the  infor- 
mation they  carry  away  will  make  an  inter- 
esting meeting  of  itself.     * 

You  will  need  a  map  of  the  world  for  the 
missionary  meetings  this  year ;  and,  as  maps  are 
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rather  expensive,  most  Junior  societies  will 
have  to  do  without,  unless  they  make  one  for 
themselves.  I  believe  every  society  can  do 
this. 

For  the  foundation  of  the  map  you  will  need 
to  get  a  large  sheet  of  manilla  cardboard,  or  a 
yard  and  a  half  of  white  cotton  cloth  tacked 
smoothly  on  the  wall  in  front  of  your  En- 
deavor room,  or  even  a  large  sheet  of  heavy, 
cream-colored  wrapping-paper  will  do.  Have 
one  of  the  older  Juniors,  who  has  had  some 
experience  in  map-drawing,  outline  the  two 
hemispheres.  This  should  be  done  with  col- 
ored crayons  or  charcoal  pencil.  First  divide 
the  cardboard  into  two  equal  parts  by  drawing 
a  perpendicular  line  through  the  centre.  Then 
tie  a  cord  to  the  pencil,  place  the  point  of  the 
pencil  on  the  centre  of  this  line,  and  run  the 
cord  out  in  a  horizontal  line  half-way  across 
one  half  of  the  cardboard.  Hold  that  end 
firmly  and  carry  the  pencil  around,  keeping  the 
cord  tight.  Treat  the  other  side  in  like  manner. 
This  will  draw  the  circles.  Any  geography  will 
furnish  a  pattern  for  the  rest  of  the  outline. 
Print  in  large  letters  at  the  top  of  the  map, 
"  The  world  for  Christ." 

In  the  lesson  of  to-day,  arrange  for  one 
committee  to  represent  the  foreign-missionary 
society,  and  tell  all  that  they  have  found  out 
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about  it ;  another,  the  woman's  board  of  foreign 
missions  ;  another,  the  children's  department  of 
foreign  missions;  and  another,  the  home-mis- 
sionary society.  They  should  answer  the 
questions  in  the  topic,  of  how  the  work  of 
these  societies  is  carried  on,  and  what  they 
are  doing. 
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April  7. 
SPEING  FLOWERS  AND  RISEN  BODIES. 

Matt.  £8 :  1-8. 

Decorate  your  Endeavor  room  with  flowers 
and  plants.  If  this  cannot  be  done  conven- 
iently, arrange  to  hold  the  Junior  meeting  in 
the  auditorium  of  the  church,  which  will  doubt- 
less be  decorated  for  the  Easter  services. 
Have  special  music  arranged  by  the  Juniors. 
Why  not  teach  the  boys  of  your  society  some 
pretty  songs,  and  have  a  "  boys'  choir  "  furnish 
the  special  music  for  this  meeting  ? 

Have  the  following  exercise  carried  out  by 
four  of  the  Juniors. 

I. 

A  Junior  will  come  forward  with  a  bulb  in 
his  hand : — 


I  hold  in  my  hand  a  little  dried-up  bulb.  They 
tell  me  that  within  it  is  life.  I  cannot  see  how  this 
can  be,  for  there  is  neither  root  nor  stalk.  Just  these 
brown,  dry  husks.     Surely  no  life  can  come  from  this! 


ii. 

A  Junior  comes  forward  with  a  cross.     This 
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may  be  made  of  slender  sticks  wound  with 
white  cotton-batting : — 


I  had  a  Friend  whose  ' '  life  was  the  light  of  men ' ' ; 
but  he  was  crucified  on  the  cross  and  they  buried 
him  in  a  tomb,  and  sealed  it  with  a  great  stone.

A  Junior  will  come  forward  with  an  Easter 
lily.    If  possible  have  a  potted  plant  for  this  :—

head  as  he  speaks  the  last  sentence  : — 


The  angels  broke  the  seal  and  rolled  the  stone  away 
and  Christ  came  forth,  a  King.  This  is  resurrection. 
We  too  may  rise,  and  wear  the  crown  of  rejoicing  that 
fadeth  not  away.

These  can  be  fastened  together  on  the  card 
with  a  needle  and  thread.  On  the  lower  right- 
hand  corner  of  the  card,  write  the  reference 
1  Peter  2 :  24.     Prepare  enough  of  these  for 
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each  Junior  and  a  few  extra  ones  that  may  be 
sent  to  the  sick  or  shut-in. 

Write  the  topic  of  the  lesson  at  the  top  of 
the  blackboard.  Have  the  Juniors  name 
things  that  Christ  bore  for  us.  Begin  with 
the  Babe  in  the  manger  and  go  with  them 
Step  by  step  through  Christ's  life,  and,  as  the 
things  he  bore  for  us  are  named,  have  them 
written  on  the  blackboard.  Dwell  on  the  last 
week  of  his  life, — the  scene  in  the  garden,  his 
betrayal,  his  trial  before  Pilate,  the  journey 
from  the  prison  to  the  cross,  the  crucifixion, 
the  mocking,  the  casting  lots  for  his  garments, 
and  the  burial. 

Try  to  impress  on  the  Juniors  that  Christ 
bore  all  of  this  for  each  one  of  us,  that  he  bore 
it  all  to  save  us.  Then  lead  them  to  tell  what 
we  should  do  in  return  for  this  sacrifice  and 
suffering. 

Let  the  thought  of  the  prayer  service  be 
that  we  should  bear  our  cross  as  willingly  as 
Jesus  bore  his  cross. 
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April   28. 

PLEDGE  MEETING  NO.  2:  "WHAT- 
EVER HE  WOULD  LIKE  TO  HAVE 
ME  DO." 

John  15 :  13-16. 

Have  the  third  leaf  of  the  little  heart-shaped 
booklet,  as  described  in  the  lesson  for  Febru- 
ary 24,  ready  to  present  to  the  Juniors  at 
this  meeting.  This  leaf  should  contain  the 
following  words :  "  I  promise  him  that  I  will 
strive  to  do  whatever  he  would  like  to  have 
me  do."  Write  the  topic  near  the  centre  of 
the  left-hand  side  of  the  blackboard,  draw  a 
large  brace  in  front  of  it,  then  ask  the  Juniors 
to  name  things  that  Jesus  would  like  to  have 
us  do.  After  the  brace  has  been  filled,  go 
over  them  carefully  one  by  one,  and  lead  the 
Juniors  to  talk  about  them,  and  the  best  wray 
to  do  them.  Then  have  the  lesson  read 
by  the  leader.  Explain  each  verse  carefully. 
Lead  the  Juniors  to  see  that  after  we  have 
done  whatever  Christ  would  like  to  have  us 
do,  it  is  not  as  much  as  he  has  done  for  us ; 
that  the  "  whatever  "  means  that  we  must  keep 
doing  all  the  time  ;  that  we  must  watch  every 
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little  act  of  our  lives ;  that  the  question  "  What 
would  Jesus  do  ?  "  should  come  before  every 
act  in  our  lives.  We  must  pray  every  day  for 
Christ  to  show  us  what  is  right  and  then  go 
ahead  and  do  the  very  best  we  know. 

Have  the  Juniors  repeat  the  pledge  slowly 
in  concert,  then  ask  that  every  head  be  bowed 
for  a  moment  of  quiet  prayer,  following  by 
short  prayers  by  the  Juniors  in  which  they 
will  ask  God  for  help  to  do  whatever  he 
would  like  to  have  them  do.  Ask  if  there  are 
any  in  the  room  who  want  to  promise  Christ 
for  the  first  time  to  do  whatever  he  would 
like  to  have  them  do. 

At  the  close  of  this  meeting  announce  the 
topic  for  next  Sunday,  and  that  it  will  be  a 
"  Question-Box  Meeting."

THINGS  THAT  TROUBLE  YOU. 

Matt,  ee :  34,-4,0. 

(A  Question-box  Meeting.) 

In  order  to  make  this  meeting  a  successful 
question-box  meeting,  preparation  should  be 
made  for  it  before  the  preceding  meeting.  If 
you  simply  announce  a  question-box  meeting 
two- thirds  of  the  Juniors  will  forget  all  about 
it.  To  avoid  this,  prepare  a  slip  of  paper  for 
each  Junior.  Write  at  the  top  of  the  slip 
something  like  this  :  "  Is  there  anything  trou- 
bling you  in  your  school,  home,  or  Christian 
life  ?  Ask  any  question  that  you  would  like 
to  have  answered  on  this  slip  and  bring  it  next 
Sunday." 

Tell  the  Juniors  to  write  out  their  questions 
when  they  get  home,  and  lay  them  in  their 
Bibles,  so  they  will  not  be  forgotten. 

Be  sure  and  take  a  box  for  the  questions. 
Make  a  large  interrogation  point  in  front  of 
it,  place  it  on  the  stand,  and  let  the  Juniors 
come  forward  and  place  the  questions  in  it. 

It  may  be  well  to  prepare  several  questions 
yourself,  such  as  "  How  can  I  keep  from  whis- 
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pering  in  school  ?  "  "  How  can  I  remember 
to  read  my  Bible  every  day  ?  "  "  How  can  I 
keep  from  being  cross  ? "  etc.  A  thorough 
discussion  of  the  questions  will  make  an  inter- 
esting and  helpful  meeting.  Do  not  always 
answer  the  questions  yourself  but  ask  the  Jun- 
iors to  answer  them. 
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May  12. 
LESSONS  FROM  BIBLE  FRIENDS. 

(Jonathan  and  David,  Paul  and  Timothy,  Ruth  and 
Naomi,  etc.) 

For  an  object-lesson  we  will  make  a  "  friend- 
ship ring  "  as  follows  : 

Cut  a  strip  of  cardboard  twelve  inches  long 
and  half  an  inch  wide.  Fasten  it  together 
with  paste  to  make  a  circle.  Make  six  holes 
in  one  half  of  it  with  a  darning-needle.  (These 
should  be  about  an  inch  apart.)  Cut  six  hearts 
from  the  cardboard,  about  one  and  one-half 
inches  long  and  wide  in  proportion.  Make 
some  small  wire  hooks,  and  fasten  one  in  the 
centre  of  the  top  of  each  heart.  If  the  hearts 
and  ring  were  bronzed  with  gold  or  silver  paint 
the  effect  would  be  more  pleasing.  A  little 
bronzing,  moistened  with  white  of  egg,  will 
make  a  satisfactory  paint  for  this. 

Write  on  one  side  of  each  the  names  of  the 
friends,  on  the  other  side,  the  lesson  to  be 
drawn  from  their  friendship.  For  instance, 
Jonathan  and  David,  self-sacrifice  ;  Paul  and 
Timothy,  helpfulness  ;  Ruth  and  Naomi, faith- 
fulness /  Elijah  and  Elisha,  fatherly  friend- 
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ship  /  Jesus,  Lazarus,  and  Mary,  sympathy  and 
tenderness.  On  the  last  heart  write,  "  Jesus 
and  I,  truth" 

Select  five  of  the  Juniors,  and  have  them 
learn  about  these  friendships,  so  they  can  tell 
the  story  at  the  meeting.  Or  they  can  write 
the  story  and  read  it.  As  each  one  finishes 
his  story  let  him  fasten  on  the  heart  which 
contains  the  names  of  friends,  by  putting  the 


hook  into  one  of  the  holes  in  the  ring.  After 
the  five  hearts  have  been  placed  in  the  ring, 
take  up  the  sixth,  and  lead  the  Juniors  to  tell 
what  real  friendship  is.  Then  ask  who  is  our 
best  friend.  As  they  tell  you  it  is  Jesus,  place 
this  heart  in  the  ring.

(A  Union  Meeting  with  the  Oldee  Society.) 

Do  not  fail  to  use  the  above  suggestion  and 
make  this  a  union  meeting. 

This  is  the  month  of  flowers,  so  let  the 
Juniors  make  the  Endeavor  room  abound  in 
flowers  and  plants.  This  may  be  done  as  a 
surprise  to  the  Seniors.  Have  a  committee  of 
Juniors  meet  with  you  on  Saturday  afternoon 
preceding  this  meeting,  and  make  a  dainty  lit- 
tle bouquet  for  each  Junior  and  Senior  who 
will  be  present  at  the  union  meeting.  These 
would  be  very  appropriate  if  made  of  pansies. 
Prepare  as  many  slips  of  paper  as  you  have 
bouquets.  These  should  be  about  three-quar- 
ters of  an  inch  wide,  and  three  inches  long. 
On  each  write  a  short  Bible  verse.  Tie  a 
thread  in  on€  end  of  the  paper,  fold  it  up  very 
small,  and  slip  it  into  the  centre  of  the  bou- 
quet, tying  the  thread  around  the  stems  of  the 
flowers.     Have  the  Juniors  usher ;  and,  as  the 
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members  are  seated,  let  the  usher  give  each  a 
bouquet. 

Have  some  special  music  arranged  by  the 
Juniors ;  a  duet  with  full  chorus  would  be 
good.  The  following  story  may  be  read  by  a 
Junior. 

A   NAMELESS    GIRL   HEROINE. 

Many  years  ago  a  little  girl  was  taken  cap- 
tive by  Syrian  soldiers  and  carried  far,  far 
away  from  her  people.  She  was  taken  to  the 
captain's  home,  and  became  waiting  maid  to 
his  wife.  Now  the  captain  whose  name  was 
Naaman,  was  sick  with  a  very  dreadful  disease 
called  leprosy,  and  the  little  maid  felt  very 
sorry  to  see  him  suffer  so. 

In  Samaria,  where  this  little  girl  had  lived 
before  she  was  stolen,  lived  a  prophet  of  God 
whose  name  was  Elisha ;  and  she  thought,  if 
her  master  would  only  go  to  him  he  would  be 
healed.  So  she  said  to  her  mistress,  "  Would 
God,  my  lord  were  with  the  prophet  that  is  in 
Samaria;  for  he  would  recover  him  of  his 
leprosy."  They  told  Naaman  what  she  said, 
and  he  seemed  very  glad,  and  told  his  servants 
to  get  ready  to  go  to  this  man  of  God.  Elisha 
healed  Naaman,  and  Naaman  said,  "  Behold 
now  I  know  there  is  no  God  in  all  the  earth, 
but  in  Israel." 
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So  this  nameless  girl  led  the  great  captain 
to  God.  May  we  not  do  even  as  much  as  she  ? 
Let  us  learn  from  her  this  lesson,  to  tell  others 
that  our  God  can  make  them  clean  and  whole.

MISSIONS:      LESSONS   FROM    HEROIC 

LIVES. 

(The  Committee  Will  Take  Different  Missionaries, 
and  Describe  Their  Lives.) 

2  Cor.  11 :  23-28. 

Send  to  your  missionary  board  for  catalogues 
of  missionary  leaflets,  etc.  These  leaflets  cost 
two  or  three  cents  each,  and  will  furnish  ma- 
terial for  many  meetings. 

Carry  out  the  suggestion  of  the  topic.  Ask 
each  Junior,  at  the  preceding  meeting,  to  find 
out  all  he  can  about  some  missionary  during 
the  week.  They  may  be  able  to  get  some  help 
from  their  pastor's  library. 

Study  such  lives  as  those  of  John  Eliot 
(and  his  work  among  the  Indians),  William 
Carey,  Henry  Martyn,  David  Livingstone,  and 
Henry  M.  Stanley.  Then  there  is  that  grand 
apostle,  John  G.  Paton,  and  his  work  in  the 
New  Hebrides.  When  he  went  there  he 
found  only  heathen ;  and  now  there  are  eigh- 
teen thousand  Christians,  with  three  hundred 
native  teachers  and  preachers.  The  Bible  is 
printed  in  twenty-two  different  tongues.  These 
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people  represent  the  lowest  type  of  the  human 
race,  yet  they  have  hearts  and  souls,  and  this 
man  of  God  is  reaching  their  hearts  and  saving 
their  souls.  Slavery  is  one  awful  feature  of 
these  islands ;  may  we  not  pray  God  to  open 
the  way  for  them  to  be  freed  ? 

Miss  Mary  Reed  has  given  her  life  to  work 
among  the  lepers  in  India.  She  has  isolated 
herself  from  all  her  dear  ones,  that  she  may 
help  and  cheer  these  most  miserable  of  hu- 
manity. She  has  one  tiny  white  spot  on  her 
arm.  This  is  a  touch  of  leprosy,  but  it  has 
never  grown  larger.  God  is  preserving  her 
for  this  noble  work. 

Rev.  J.  Hudson  Taylor  is  the  head  of  the 
China  Inland  Mission ;  Rev.  and  Mrs.  W.  M. 
Baird  are  at  work  in  Corea,  etc.  You  will 
not  be  in  want  of  material  for  this  meeting, 
but  in  want  of  time.

JESUS  IN  OUR  MEETINGS. 

John  SO:  19;  Matt  18:  19,  SO. 

Have  your  prayer-meeting  committee  make 
the  motto,  "  Peace  be  unto  you ! "  and  tack 
it  up  in  the  front  of  the  Endeavor  room.  The 
letters  may  be  cut  from  white  or  tinted  card- 
board, or  from  pasteboard,  and  gilded,  or 
otherwise  decorated. 

Have  the  music  committee  select  songs  ap- 
propriate to  the  topic.  Open  the  meeting  with 
a  song  service,  followed  by  a  prayer  service. 
Ask  every  Junior  present  to  pray  to  Jesus  to 
be  present  in  the  meeting. 

Light  a  candle,  and  set  it  on  the  table  in 
the  front  of  the  room.  Tell  the  Juniors  that 
we  will  let  the  light  of  the  candle  represent 
Christ  to  us  and  that  we  will  try  to  realize 
that  Christ  is  in  the  room  in  person,  just  as  he 
always  is  in  spirit. 

Have  the  Scripture  lesson  read,  and  talk 
about  Christ's  promise  to  be  with  us,  and  the 
one  condition  he  makes,  that  we  should  meet 
in  his  name.  Impress  on  their  minds  what  it 
means    to   hold   a  meeting  in  Christ's  name. 
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Ask  them  how  they  would  act  in  the  Junior 
meetings,  if  Jesus  should  walk  in  and  say, 
"  Peace  be  unto  you  "  ?  Ask  if  they  would 
whisper  and  laugh.  If  they  would  expect 
him  to  admire  their  new  hats  and  coats.  If 
they  would  hesitate  to  take  part  in  the  meet- 
ing, and  be  afraid  to  say  a  word  for  him. 
Then  lead  them  to  see  that  he  is  in  every 
meeting,  just  as  truly  as  though  we  could  see 
him  among  us;  that  he  hears  every  word, 
yes,  knows  every  thought  and  sees  every  act. 
He  knows  whether  we  keep  the  part  of  our 
pledge  which  says,  "  I  will  take  some  part  in 
every  meeting." 

Ask  the  Juniors  how  we  can  make  our  meet- 
ings more  worthy  of  Christ's  presence.  This 
will  lead  to  a  discussion  of  bettering  the  so- 
ciety. 

Close  with  sentence  prayers.  Ask  every 
Junior  to  ask  God  to  be  present  in  the  Junior 
meetings.

LESSONS   FROM  BIBLE   KINGS. 

(Saul,   Eehoboam,   Hezekiah,   Ageippa,  Ahab,  Asa, 
Ahasuerus.  ) 

Outline  a  king's  crown  near  the  top  of  the 
blackboard,  and  write  the  names  of  kings 
suggested  in  the  topic  on  the  left-hand  side 
of  the  blackboard. 

Arrange  with  one  of  your  Juniors  to  write 
the  story  of  King  Saul. 

Write  out  a  number  of  each  of  the  refer- 
ences given  below,  and  give  one  to  each 
Junior  at  the  preceding  meeting.  Ask  them 
to  read  the  passage  carefully,  and  be  able  to 
tell  at  the  meeting  the  lessons  we  can  get 
from  these  lives.  As  each  lesson  is  brought 
out,  get  the  Juniors  to  sum  it  up  into  a  few 
words  something  like  the  following,  and  write 
it  on  the  blackboard  opposite  the  name  : —

THE  LAW  OF  KINDNESS. 

Jas.  2:  8;  Prov.  12 :  10. 

Previous  to  this  meeting  have  your  Band  of 
Mercy  committee  (if  you  have  none,  appoint 
one  for  the  purpose)  get  all  the  pictures  of 
children  and  animals  they  can  find,  and  tack 
them  up  in  the  Junior  room.  Those  that  are 
cut  from  papers  and  magazines  will  look  very 
pretty.  Have  some  one  who  can  draw  nicely 
sketch  some  children's  faces  on  one  side  of  the 
blackboard,  at  the  top,  and  a  cat  or  dog  on  the 
other  side.  Draw  a  dividing  line  down  the 
centre  of  the  blackboard.  Lead  the  Juniors  to 
name  ways  of  being  kind  to  one  another ;  to 
older  persons ;  to  the  aged ;  to  cripples  ;  to  sick 
and  "  shut-in  "  persons ;  to  horses ;  to  their 
pets  ;  to  stray  and  forlorn  animals.  As  each 
way  is  named  have  it  written  in  its  order  on 
the  blackboard. 

One  who  has  spent  some  time  on  the  sea- 
coast  tells  this  pitiful  story  about  sea  gulls. 

These  beautiful  white-winged  birds  are 
sometimes  caught,  and  both  their  wings  pulled 
out  while  the  birds  are  left  alive.     These  poor 
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birds  are  sometimes  fed  by  their  companions, 
and  the  wounds  heal,  but  they,  while  other 
gulls,  more  fortunate,  soar  high  into  the  sky, 
are  left  helpless  on  the  ground. 

These,  girls,  are  the  beautiful  white  wings 
3Tou  see  on  hats  sometimes.  Can  we  ever 
wear  a  bird  or  its  wings,  knowing  this  sad 
story  ? 
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June  23. 
TEMPERANCE  FACTS  AND  TRUTHS. 

(Each  Junior  to  Bring  One  and  Eead  or  Eepeat  It.) 
1  Cor.  9 :  0^-07. 

Some  time  previous  to  this  meeting  send  to 
the  Woman's  Temperance  Association,  The 
Temple,  Chicago,  for  some  leaflets.  Two  very 
good  ones  are  "  What  it  Costs,"  and  "  Timely 
Talks— No.  11." 

At  the  preceding  meeting  ask  the  Juniors 
each  to  bring  one  fact  about  temperance.  It 
would  be  a  very  good  plan  for  you  to  write 
out  several  and  hand  them  among  the  Juniors. 

Use  a  glass  of  water  and  a  whiskey  or  beer 
bottle,  to  represent  temperance  and  intemper- 
ance. As  the  facts  are  given  by  the  Juniors, 
have  them  written  on  the  blackboard.  Thus 
the  Juniors  will  get  them  clearly  fixed  in  their 
minds.  Discuss  each  truth  as  it  is  given. 
Have  the  music  committee  arrange  some  spe- 
cial temperance  music.  The  following  are  a 
few  facts: — 

There  are  7,000  licensed  saloons  in  Chicago 
alone. 
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At  a  low  estimate  their  income  amounts  to 
$67,287,750  a  year. 

$9,000,000,000  is  spent  for  drink  in  the 
United  States  in  one  year. 

60,000  people  fill  drunkards'  graves  every 
year. 

More  than  200,000  are  sent  to  the  poorhouse 
because  of  intemperance  every  year. 

It  is  said  that  it  requires  2,000,000  boys 
from  each  generation  to  keep  the  saloons 
going. 

Over  500,000  persons  are  engaged  in  the 
liquor  business. 

Lead  the  Juniors  to  speak  of  the  intemper- 
ance in  your  own  locality.  Impress  two 
points, — the  awfulness  of  intemperance,  and 
that  every  boy  and  girl  can  do  something  to 
put  down  intemperance.

PLEDGE  MEETING  NO.  3:  "I  WILL 
PEAY  EVERY  DAY." 

Ps.  55:  16,  17;  1  Thess.  5:  17,  18. 

Very  careful  preparation  should  be  made 
for  this  meeting.  The  impression  it  may  leave 
on  the  minds  of  many  of  the  boys  and  girls 
will  go  with  them  all  through  their  lives ;  so 
let  us  not  consider  anything  too  much  trouble 
to  make  this  meeting  a  success. 


Prepare  as  a  gift  for  each  Junior  a  card  four 
inches  square.  (Cardboard  or  heavy  white 
paper  may  be  used  for  these.)  Outline  the 
face  of  a  clock  on  one  side  of  the  board,  with 
the  short  hand  pointing  at  seven  and  the  long 
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hand  at  twelve.  Tie  a  tiny  ribbon  in  the 
corner  of  the  card,  just  above  the  figure  twelve 
on  the  face  of  the  clock. 

If  you  have  not  already  introduced  the 
"  Quiet  Hour  Plan  "  in  your  society,  the  topic 
of  to-day  will  give  you  an  excellent  opportu- 
nity to  do  so.  Arrange  the  plan  in  your  own 
mind,  and  present  it  to  the  Juniors  in  as  forci- 
ble a  manner  as  you  can.  You  will  have 
many  excuses  to  overcome,  so  be  ready  to 
meet  them. 

Seven  o'clock  in  the  morning  is  a  very  good 
time  for  this  Quiet  Hour :  but,  if  there  are 
reasons  why  it  seems  best  to  have  it  earlier  or 
later,  do  so.  Impress  upon  the  Juniors  the 
necessity  of  asking  God's  help  at  the  beginning 
of  the  day,  if  we  are  going  to  try  to  live  a 
Christian  life.  Many  of  them  will  not  have 
the  advantages  of  family  prayer  in  the  home, 
or  it  may  not  even  be  possible  for  them  to  be 
in  their  own  rooms,  or  in  a  quiet  place,  at  the 
time  of  the  Quiet  Hour.  But  tell  them  that, 
if  this  is  impossible,  they  can  ask  God's  help  and 
guidance  just  the  same,  no  matter  where  they 
are,  if  only  it  is  done  in  a  consecrated  and 
earnest  spirit. 

After  the  lesson  has  been  read  by  the  leader 
have  a  few  of  the  Bible  prayers  read  by  the 
Juniors.     Let  each  Junior  open  his  Bible  at 
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the  references  given.     Some  of  the  longer  ones 
may  be    read    responsively.     Following    are 
references  to  some  Bible  prayers :  John  12 :  27; 
Matt.  26 :  39;  Luke  23 :  34.    Prayers  of  Christ. 
Jer.  15 :  15,  16.     Jeremiah's  prayers. 
Exod.  33 :  12-U.  }      ^        , 
Num.  27 :  15-17.  \      Moses  Prayers' 

Luke  23 :  1$.     The  thief's  prayer. 

Luke  18 :  13.     The  publican's  prayer. 

Acts  7 :  59,  60.     Stephen's  prayer. 

Impress  upon  the  Juniors  that  they  have 
promised  God  to  pray  every  dajr,  also  the 
sacredness  of  this  promise.  Present  to  them 
the  fourth  leaf  of  the  heart-shaped  booklet 
which  will  have  on  it  these  words,  "I  will 
pray  every  day." 
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July  7. 

LESSONS  FROM  OUR  COUNTRY'S  HIS- 
TORY. 

Gen.   12:  1-3. 

Make  this  a  patriotic  meeting.  Nothing 
develops  this  sentiment  in  children  so  much 
as  the  use  of  flags  and  bright  patriotic  songs  ; 
so  arrange  to  have  plenty  of  both  at  this  meet- 
ing. At  the  preceding  meeting  ask  the  Jun- 
iors to  save  some  one  thing  from  their  Fourth 
of  July  celebration  to  bring  to  the  Junior 
meeting.  Then  use  as  object-lessons  whatever 
is  brought.  One  may  bring  a  firecracker, 
another  a  torpedo  shell,  another  a  toy  cannon, 
etc.  These  can  all  be  used  at  the  meeting 
with  good  effect.  The  objects  will  undoubt- 
edly lead  up  to  the  Revolutionary  War, — then 
this  may  be  discussed  in  a  general  way,  and 
the  lesson  of  national  freedom  drawn.  Re- 
call other  wars  of  our  country,  such  as  the 
Civil  War,  with  its  lesson  of  the  emancipation 
of  the  slaves  :  the  war  with  the  Indians,  which 
will  lead  to  the  thought  of  how  these  people 
were  driven  from  their  homes  time  and  again, 
until  now  there  are  comparatively  few  left, 
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and  most  of  them  in  the  far  West.  Also  how 
we  as  a  nation,  should  help  and  educate  them. 

After  these  have  been  disposed  of,  lead  the 
Juniors  to  tell  of  the  landing  of  the  Pilgrims, 
and  to  mention  some  of  the  hardships  borne 
by  these  Christian  heroes. 

If  thought  best,  some  of  the  great  strikes  of 
our  country  may  be  mentioned  and  a  lesson 
from  these  may  be  summed  up  into  the  Golden 
Eule,  Matt.  7  :  12.  Also  the  evil  of  intemper- 
ance. This  will  lead  to  a  discussion  of  how 
we  may  remedy  this  great  evil,  so  that  in  the 
coming  years  this  blot  will  not  be  on  the 
pages  of  our  country's  history. 
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July  14. 

LESSONS  FROM  BIBLE  QUEENS. 
(Jezebel,  the  Queen  of  Sheba,  Esther,  etc.) 

Arrange  with  three  of  the  Juniors  to 
write  the  story  of  each  of  the  three  queens 
mentioned  in  the  lesson  topic,  and  have  them 
read  at  the  meeting. 

The  story  of  Jezebel  is  found  in  1  Kings, 
from  the  sixteenth  to  the  twenty-first  chap- 
ters, or  a  very  good  idea  of  the  kind  of  woman 
she  was  is  found  in  1  Kings  21  :  5-14,  23. 

The  account  of  the  Queen  of  Sheba  is  found 
in  1  Kings  10  :  1-14. 

The  story  of  Esther  is  found  in  the  book  of 
Esther.  This  may  all  be  read  by  the  one  who 
prepares  it,  as  the  story  of  Esther  is  very  short. 

After  the  stories  have  been  read  and  the 
lives  of  these  queens  discussed,  draw  from 
them  the  lessons  that  appeal  to  you  as  being 
the  best. 

Draw  three  braces  on  the  blackboard,  write 
a  queen's  name  in  front  of  each,  and  ask  the 
Juniors  to  name  her  characteristic  qualities. 
As  they  are  named,  write  them  in  the  proper 
place  on  the  blackboard. 
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After  this  much  of  the  lesson  has  been  dis- 
posed of,  erase  the  writing,  outline  a  crown  at 
the  top  of  the  blackboard,  and  tell  the  Jun- 
iors that  we  may  all  be  kings  and  queens,  if 
we  put  the  right  things  into  our  lives.  Then 
ask  them  to  name  qualities  that  will  make  us 
kings  and  queens  in  God's  sight,  and,  as  they 
are  named,  write  each  on  the  blackboard. 

Some  suggestive  lessons. 

Jezebel :     A  selfish  and  wicked  life. 

The  Queen  of  Sheba  :*  That  no  distance  or 
difficulties  were  too  great  to  keep  her  from 
seeing  the  wisest  man  in  the  world.  We 
should  seek  wisdom  as  earnestly. 

Esther :    Loyalty  to  her  nation  and  people. 
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July  21. 

HONOEING  PAEENTS. 

Prov.  4:  U;  10:  1. 

After  the  Scripture  lesson  has  been  read 
and  discussed — by  which  I  mean  that  you  are 
to  draw  from  the  Juniors  the  meaning  of  each 
verse,  who  wrote  them,  to  whom  they  were 
written  and  how  they  can  help  us,  etc.,  draw 
a  large  brace  on  the  blackboard  and  tell  the 
Juniors  we  are  going  to  have  a  "  roll  of  honor." 
Ask  the  Juniors,  one  at  a  time,  to  rise  and  tell 
you  the  name  of  his  mother  and  father.  As 
each  gives  you  the  names  of  his  parents,  write 
them  in  the  brace.  If  one  should  tell  you  that 
one  or  both  of  his  parents  are  dead,  write  their 
names  the  same  as  the  others,  and  tell  him 
that  we  honor  them  just  the  same  whether 
they  are  here  or  in  heaven.  You  will  find 
that  the  Juniors  will  become  very  much  inter- 
ested in  seeing  the  names  of  their  parents 
written  out.  After  all  are  written  in  the 
brace,  draw  another  brace  and  write  between 
them  the  words  "  How  honor  ?  "  Then  have 
the  Juniors  suggest  ways  of  honoring  parents, 
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until  the  brace  is  full.     Also  lead  them  then  to 
discuss  each  way  as  it  is  written  out.

MISSIONS:     WHAT     HOME     MISSIONS 
ARE  DOING  FOR  OUR  COUNTRY. 

(One  Item  to  be  Read  or  Told  by  Each  Junior.) 

Josh.  13:  1 ;  1  John  3:  6,  17. 

This  meeting  should  be  announced  one  or 
two  weeks  beforehand.  Set  the  missionary 
committee  to  work  to  find  interesting  facts 
about  home  missions. 

The  one  who  represents  Alaska  may  show  a 
gold  pin  or  ring,  and  speak  of  the  great  gold- 
mines in  that  country,  and  the  good  work  that 
is  being  done  there. 

Cuba  is  another  part  of  the  home-missionary 
work,  and  the  Juniors  will  find  many  interest- 
ing facts  about  the  island.  Cuba  may  be  rep- 
resented by  showing  some  sugar  in  a  bottle. 

Two  hundred  and  eighty  years  ago  a  Dutch 
ship  landed  nineteen  black  men  and  women, 
who  had  been  stolen  from  their  homes  in 
Africa.  Now  there  are  nearly  ten  million 
colored  people  in  the  South.  The  one  who 
represents  these  may  show  a  chain  made  of 
paper.  He  may  speak  of  the  bondage  of  slav- 
ery in  which  these  people  were  held  for  so 
many  years,  then  of  the  bondage  of  ignorance 
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from  which  our  missionaries  are  trying  to  free 
them. 

The  Indians  may  be  represented  by  some 
Indian  relic,  or  a  paper  hat  with  feathers  in  it. 
There  are  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand Indians  in  our  country  now,  over  half  of 
whom  are  considered  civilized  or  half -civilized. 

A  good  work  is  being  done  among  the  Chin- 
ese. There  are  thought  to  be  over  one  hun- 
dred thousand  in  the  Western  States.  Many 
mission  stations  are  scattered  along  the  Pacific 
coast. 

Write  to  your  denominational  missionary 
boards  for  leaflets  on  these  subjects,  or  to  Miss 
D.  E.  Emerson,  Sec.  A.  M.  A.,  Congrega- 
tional Booms,  4th  Ave.  and  22d  St.,  New  York 
City,  for  "  Life  Among  the  Colored  People,"

HOW  JESUS  WILL  COME  AGAIN. 

Rev.  21 :  1-7. 

After  the  reading  of  the  Scripture  lesson, 
outline  some  open  gates  on  the  blackboard. 
This  will  help  to  fasten  the  attention  of  the 
Juniors  on  the  subject.  Above  the  gates  print 
or  write  the  word  "  Heaven."  Now  ask  each 
Junior  to  rise  and  tell  what  he  wants  most  in 
all  the  world  ;  what,  if  he  could  have  an}^thing 
he  could  wish  for  he  would  choose.  As  each 
tells  what  he  wants,  write  it  on  the  black- 
board. When  all  are  through,  ask  them  to 
turn  to  1  Cor.  2 :  9,  and  read  it  in  concert. 
Then,  step  by  step,  lead  them  to  see  that  the 
very  best  we  can  imagine  will  be  as  nothing 
when  Jesus  comes,  that  we  have  many  beauti- 
ful things  in  this  world,  but  there  will  be  far 
more  beautiful  things  in  the  New  Jerusalem. 

Draw  a  brace  in  front  of  the  word, 
"  Heaven  "  and  ask  one  of  the  Juniors  to  read 
Kev.  21 :  4.  Ask  the  Juniors  if  they  ever 
knew  any  one  that  had  never  cried,  that  had 
never  sorrowed  or  borne  any  pain ;  then  write 
in  the  brace  "  No  tears,"  "  No  sorrow,"  "  No 
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pain,"  "No  crying,"  "No  night."  Ask  the 
Juniors  to  name  other  things  that  will  not  be 
found  in  this  new  heaven,  when  Jesus  comes ; 
also  things  that  we  shall  have  there,  such  as 
the  water  of  life,  the  Lamb  of  God,  a 
mansion,  etc. 

Lead  the  Juniors  to  tell  how  we  must  live,  if 
we  are  going  to  be  with  Jesus  when  he  comes 
and  enjoy  the  things  he  has  prepared  for 
those  who  are  worthy. 

Teach  Kev.  21 :  7  for  a  memory  verse. 
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August  11. 

LESSONS  FEOM  BIBLE  PROPHETS. 

(Elijah,  Elisha,  Daniel,  Ezekiel,  Isaiah,  Jeremiah.  ) 

At  the  preceding  meeting  ask  the  Juniors  to 
find  during  the  week  what  it  means  to  be  a 
prophet,  also  to  see  how  many  prophets  they 
can  find  in  their  Bibles,  and  to  write  the 
names  on  a  slip  of  paper  and  bring  to  the 
meeting. 

Be  prepared  to  give  the  Juniors  an  under- 
standing of  what  a  prophet  is,  and  the  mission 
of  the  prophets  of  old.  A  very  good  definition 
of  the  word  prophet  is,  "  One  who  delivers 
divine  messages."  Samuel  established  schools 
for  'prophets.  These  were  the  first  theolog- 
ical seminaries.  They  were  under  the  leader- 
ship of  some  elderly  prophet  who  was  called 
their  "  father  "  or  "  master."  These  schools 
were  only  a  preparation  to  make  them  fitter 
instruments  in  God's  hands. 

Sometimes  God  manifested  himself  to  the 
prophets  in  a  dream,  sometimes  through  visions 
and  sometimes  through  direct  communication. 
Cite  a  few  of  the  prophecies  of  Christ  such  as 
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Isa.  60 :  1 ;  Isa.  53 :  7-9  ;  Dan.  7 :  13,  14 ; 
Jer.  23 :  6. 

Ask  the  Juniors  how  many  of  the  books  of 
the  Bible  were  written  by  prophets.  Write  a 
list  of  all  the  prophets  that  can  be  named  by 
the  Juniors,  on  the  blackboard. 

Some  lessons  from  the  Bible  prophets  may 
be  summed  up  in  the  following  acrostic. 

Love  for  God.

JEALOUSY  AMONG  THE  CHILDEEK 

Gen.  25:  27-31^ ;  37:  8-11. 

Previous  to  this  meeting  arrange  with  one 

of  the  Juniors  to  learn  the  story  of  Jacob  and 

Esau  as  told  in  Gen.  25  :  27-34,  and  Gen.  27,  so 

he  can  tell  it  at  the  Junior  meeting.     Also  ar- 


range with  another  to  tell  the  story  of  Joseph, 
Gen.  37.  They  should  bring  out  clearly  the  sin 
of  jealousy  as  shown  in  these  cases.  With  a 
little  help  from  you  they  can  do  this  very  well. 
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These  stories  will  lead  to  a  lively  discussion 
on  the  topic. 

Outline  a  tree  on  the  blackboard,  using 
green  chalk,  if  you  have  it.  On  the  trunk  of 
the  tree  print  the  word  "Jealousy."  Then 
ask  the  Juniors  to  name  some  of  the  fruits  of 
jealousy,  and,  as  they  are  named,  write  them 
on  the  branches  of  the  tree.  Dwell  particu- 
larly on  the  jealousies  of  children  in  their 
home  and  school  life,  and  in  their  plays.  With 
careful  preparation  and  forethought,  this  may 
be  made  a  very  profitable  meeting. 

Let  the  thought  of  the  praj^er  service  be 
that  God  will  help  us  keep  jealousy  and  envy 
out  of  our  lives.

PLEDGE    MEETING    NO.  4.     "I    WILL 
BEAD  THE  BIBLE  EVEBY  DAY." 

Ps.  19:  7-U. 

Prepare  as  a  gift  to  accompany  this  lesson 
some  little  shields.  These  may  be  cut  from 
white  or  tinted  cardboard.  On  each  one  out- 
line an  open  book  to  represent  the  Bible.  On 
the  left-hand  page  of  the  book  write  the  ref- 
erences, Ps.  19  :  7-14.  On  the  right-hand 
page,  John  3  :  16.     Tie  a  piece  of  narrow  rib- 


bon in  the  top  of  the  shield.  This  gift  will  be 
very  much  appreciated  by  the  Juniors,  and,  if 
taken  home  and  hung  up  in  their  rooms,  may 
prove  to  be  a  reminder  of  the  daily  Bible 
reading. 


86  JUNIOR   TOPICS  OUTLINED. 

Pray  earnestly  over  this  meeting  that  you 
may  be  able  to  impress  upon  your  Juniors 
something  of  the  great  need  of  the  Bible  in 
their  lives. 

I  think  a  few  well-directed  questions  will 
make  a  good  beginning  for  this  lesson,  for  in- 
stance : — 

What  is  the  Bible  ? 

What  is  the  Bible  for  ? 

Who  wrote  it  ? 

What  did  God  have  to  do  with  writing  the 
Bible  ? 

What  does  God  intend  that  the  Bible  should 
be  to  us  ? 

Why  should  we  read  the  Bible  every  day  ? 
The  last  question  will  lead  to  the  topic. 

Try  to  give  the  Juniors  some  plan  for  read- 
ing their  Bibles.  Give  them  to  understand  that 
it  is  not  a  good  plan  to  sit  down  and  read  a 
whole  chapter  hastily  through,  but  to  read  a 
few  verses,  or  even  one  verse,  and  try  to  think 
what  it  means  to  them.  Tell  them  to  ask  God 
to  help  them  understand  it.  Also  that  it  is 
not  necessary  to  begin  at  Genesis  and  read  the 
Bible  through.  I  believe  that  children  will  get 
more  real  help  from  the  four  Gospels  than  any 
other  parts  of  the  Bible.  Not  that  they  should 
neglect  the  other  parts  of  the  Bible,  but  for 
daily  reading  at  the  quiet  hour,  Christ's  teach- 
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ings  will  appeal  to  children,  where  other  parts 
of  the  Bible  will  make  no  lasting  impression. 

It  might  be  a  good  plan  to  find  out  how 
many  of  the  Juniors  have  family  worship  in 
their  homes,  urge  upon  them  the  thought  that 
this  may  be  done  in  every  home,  and  that,  if 
they  try,  they  may  be  the  means  of  bringing 
this  about  in  their  homes. 

After  the  lesson  talk,  present  the  little 
shields  which  the  Juniors  may  pin  on.  Follow 
this  wTith  a  short  Bible  reading.  The  following 
references  are  suggestive : 

2  Tim.  1 :  13  ;  Ps.  19  :  7;  Ps.  19  :  8  ;  Mic. 
2:7;  Matt.  13  :  33  ;  John  8  :  31,  32  ;  John  15  :  3  ; 
John  17 :  17 ;  1  Thess.  2 :  13 ;  2  Tim.  3  :  16  ;  1  John 
2  :  14  ;  Isa.  34  :  16  ;  Jer.  30  :  2 ;  Col.  3:16; 
Heb.  4 :  12 ;  2  Pet.  1 :  4.  Follow  this  with  a 
prayer  service.  Ask  each  Junior  to  pray  that 
God  will  help  him  to  read  his  Bible  every  day. 
Present  the  fifth  leaf  of  the  little  heart-shaped 
booklet,  which  should  contain  the  words  of 
the  topic. 
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September  1. 
HOW  TO  MEET  TEMPTATION. 
Matt  26:  U;  Cor.  10:  1%,  13. 
After  the  Scripture  lesson  has  been  read, 
ask  several  of  the  Juniors  to  give  an  illustra- 
tion of  what  it  means  to  be  tempted,  then  ap- 
ply the  Scripture  lesson.     Place  much  emphasis 
on  1   Cor.    10  :  13.     Help   them  to  feel  that 
Jesus  knows  all  about  our  temptations,  that  he 
knows  just  how  hard  they  are  to  resist,  and  is 
ready  to  help  us  meet  them,  and  here  teach 
the  first  reference  of  the  lesson. 

Conduct  a  chalk-talk  something  as  follows  : 
A  long  time  ago  a  boy,  not  much  larger  than 
some  of  the  boys  here,  started  out  to  fight  a 
great  giant.  Can  any  of  you  tell  me  what 
this  boy's  name  was  ?  (Let  the  Juniors  answer 
the  questions  as  they  are  asked.)  Yes,  his 
name  was  David.  And  can  you  tell  me  the 
giant's  name  ?  (Draw  a  giant  on  the  black- 
board.) Now  the  people  thought  of  course 
David  would  wear  a  shield,  and  take  a  broad 
sword  and  a  long  spear  to  fight  the  giant  with. 
The  king  offered  him  his  armor,  but  David  said, 
No,  he  could   not  fight  that    way,  that   the 
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Lord  would  deliver  him  out  of  the  hand  of  this 
giant.  Now  do  you  remember  what  David 
took  to  kill  the  giant  with  ?  (If  possible  be 
prepared  to  show  a  sling  and  some  little  stones.) 
JSTow  I  know  a  lot  of  boys  and  girls,  (here 
make  some  figures  on  the  blackboard  that  will 
represent  boys  and  girls)  who  have  to  meet  a 
giant  every  day,  and  sometimes  oftener  (write 
the  word  "  Temptation  "  over  the  figure  of  the 
giant),  and,  like  David,  they  must  be  prepared 
to  meet  him  when  he  comes  ;  for  if  they  do  not 
overcome  the  giant,  he  will  surely  overcome 
them,  and  kill  their  souls  ;  which  is  far  worse 
than  to  have  the  body  killed.  Can  we  do  any 
better  than  to  follow   David's  example  and

take  a  sling  and  five  smooth  stones  ?  (Draw 
a  sling.)  .  We  will  let  this  represent,  "  Trust 
in  God."  (Write  these  words  near  the  sling.) 
Then  the  first  stone  (draw  five  stones)  we  will 
call  "  prayer  "  (write  the  names  of  the  stones 
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near  them),  for  we  can  never  kill  this  enemy 
without  prayer.  The  second  we  will  call, 
"  Love  for  God."  Now  God  means  good,  so 
this  stone  means  love  for  God  and  love  for 
good.  This  will  surely  kill  the  giant.  Then 
our  third  stone  we  will  call,  "Work."  Now 
this  old  tempter  don't  want  people  to  work, 
can  you  tell  me  why  ?  The  fourth  stone  we 
will  call,  "  Helpfulness"  and  the  fifth,  "  Cour- 
age." Then  with  this  mighty  weapon  we  will 
go  forward  to  meet  the  giant  Temptation. 
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September  8. 
LESSONS  FROM  BIBLE  WOMEK 

(Dorcas,  Lydia,  the  Shunammite,  the  Syro-Phceni- 
cian,  Maey  and  Martha,  etc.) 

Arrange  to  invite  the  mothers  of  the  Juniors 
to  this  meeting.  Have  the  prayer-meeting 
committee  meet  with  yon  and  write  the  in- 
vitations. The  sunshine  committee  may  de- 
liver them.  Have  the  flower  committee  make 
the  room  beautiful  with  flowers  and  plants,  or 
autumn  leaves.  The  music  committee  should 
select  the  brightest  songs,  and  arrange  some 
special  music  if  possible.  One  or  two  short 
recitations  may  be  planned  for.  Make  the 
meeting  as  bright  and  interesting  as  possible. 
This  is  a  good  time  of  the  year  to  interest  the 
mothers  in  the  Junior  work. 

Select  some  of  the  older  Juniors  to  write  a 
brief  story  about  the  women  mentioned  in  the 
topic.  As  each  of  these  are  read  at  the  Junior 
meeting,  ask  the  Juniors  to  draw  from  them  a 
lesson.  For  instance,  the  story  of  Dorcas,  as 
found  in  Acts  9 :  36-43,  tells  us  that  she  was 
good,  kind,  and  industrious. 

We  learn  of  Lydia  in  Acts  16 :  13-15.     She 
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was  a  Christian  woman  and  loved  to  hear 
Paul  preach,  and  she  entertained  in  her  home 
the  Christians  who  were  working  in  that  city. 

We  find  the  story  of  the  Shunammite  woman 
in  2  Kings  4 :  8-37.  She  was  kind  to  God's 
servant  Elisha.  She  was  rewarded  for  this  by 
the  gift  of  a  son.  She  also  teaches  us  a  lesson 
of  faith. 

Mark  7 :  25-30  tells  of  the  Syro-Phoenician 
woman.  This  shows  us  that  when  we  want 
something  we  must  go  to  Jesus.  She  believed 
that  Jesus  would  give  her  what  she  asked. 

Luke  10  :  38-42  and  John  11 :  5  tell  us  of 
Mary  and  Martha.  Mary  chose  the  better 
part  because  she  stayed  close  to  Jesus.  Martha 
let  the  cares  of  the  home  keep  her  away  from 
him. 

Ask  the  Juniors  to  name  all  the  Bible 
women  they  can  recall.

YOUNG  PEOPLE   THAT  EISE  IN   THE 

WOKLD. 

Gen.  1+1 :  38-1+6. 

Prepare,  as  a  gift  to  accompany  this  lesson, 
some  small  wings  cut  from  cardboard.  These 
may  be  decorated  with  gold  paint  (a  little 
of  the  gold  powder  moistened  with  the  white 
of  egg  will  make  a  good  paint  for  this  pur- 
pose), or  colored  drawing  pencils.  Write  on 
each  wing   references   to  some  helpful  text.

Prepare  one  for  each  Junior,  and  a  few  extra 
to  send  to  the  sick  or  shut-in. 

After  the  Scripture  lesson  has  been  read, 
lead  the  Juniors  to  tell  of  ways  of  rising,  such 
as  growth,  climbing,  flying,  by  elevators,  etc. 
Ask  them  howr  Joseph,  of  whom  the  leader  read, 
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rose  in  the  world.  They  will  tell  you  by  do- 
ing right,  living  his  best  every  day,  etc.  Now 
tell  them,  we  will  learn  a  lesson  from  the  birds 
to-day.  So  draw  a  pair  of  wings  near  the  top 
of  the  blackboard.  You  may  not  be  able  to 
make  a  figure  that  looks  much  like  wings,  but 
to  your  Juniors  they  will  be  wings. 

Ask  the  Juniors  what  the  birds  use  their 
wings  for,  if  they  ever  saw  the  mother  bird 
trying  to  teach  the  fledgelings  to  fly,  if  the 
birds  could  fly  very  high  if  they  did  not  use 
their  wings  every  day,  if  they  ever  saw  a 
bird  with  a  broken  wing,  etc.  Now  apply 
this  thought  to  our  subject.  We  can  rise  in 
the  world,  if  we  use  the  right  kind  of  wings. 
God  tells  us  how  we  may  rise,  so  we  will  see 
what  he  says. 

Pass  the  little  wings  among  the  Juniors, 
and  have  each  one  find  his  text  in  the  Bible 
and  read  it. 

Teach  the  thought  that  we  may  use  these 
wings  of  faith,  and  God  will  help  us  use  them, 
just  as  the  mother  bird  helps  her  young ;  that, 
if  our  wings  are  broken  or  made  useless  by 
want  of  exercise,  we  cannot  rise,  but  God  wTill 
heal  our  broken  wings  if  we  will  let  him. 

Have  the  Juniors  name  things  that  will  help 
young  people  to  rise  in  the  world,  such  as  good 
deeds,  good  books,  kind  words,  etc. 
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Teach  the  following  as  a  memory  verse  :

The  Juniors  will  doubtless  be  able  to 
find  many  temperance  poems,  or,  if  you  have 
"  Junior  Eecitations  "  by  Amos  E.  Wells,  you 
will  be  supplied  with  recitations  and  exercises 
appropriate  to  the  occasion.  This  book  can  be 
had  of  the  United  Society  of  Christian  En- 
deavor, Tremont  Temple,  Boston,  Mass.,  for 
fifty  cents. 

Plan  with  your  music  committee  for  some 
temperance  music.  If  it  seems  advisable  have 
the  Juniors  invite  their  friends  to  this  meeting. 

The  following  story  may  be  read  by  one  of 
the  Juniors,  or  by  the  superintendent.  If  you 
live  near  a  wood,  send  one  of  the  boys  there 
during  the  week  and  have  him  get  a  small 
sapling  or  branch  that  is  wound  with  vine, 
with  which  to  illustrate  the  story. 
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A    STORY. 

Away  in  a  beautiful  wood,  where  the  wild 
flowers  and  mosses  grew,  was  a  graceful  little 
tree.  It  lifted  its  head  very  proudly  and 
nodded  to  the  trees  about  it,  as  much  as  to  say, 
"  I  am  not  quite  as  large  as  you  are  yet,  but 
wait,  and  see  what  I  will  be ! " 

One  day,  as  the  leaves  of  the  little  tree  were 
rustling  and  dancing  in  an  unusually  happy 
manner,  they  spied  a  tiny  vine  growing  in  the 
moss  at  its  foot.  The  vine  had  a  cluster  of 
soft,  delicate  green  leaves,  and  slender  ten- 
drils, that  seemed  reaching  out  for  something 
to  cling  to.  It  looked  so  frail  and  lonely  that 
the  little  tree  was  moved  with  compassion. 
The  nodding  leaves  said  to  one  another,  "  Poor 
little  vine,  it  seems  as  though  a  gust  of  wind 
might  break  it."  Then  they  whispered  to  the 
vine,  which  leaned  so  near  to  listen  that  its 
delicate  leaves  kissed  the  little  tree,  and  a  cling- 
ing tendril  touched  its  smooth  bark.  Pretty 
soon  a  winning  voice  said :  "  Little  tree,  may  I 
not  cling  to  you  ?  I  will  make  you  beautiful 
with  my  green  leaves  and  winding  stems. 
Besides,  if  I  am  left  to  grow  alone,  I  shall  be 
trampled  under  foot."  Now  the  little  tree 
was  charmed  with  what  the  vine  said,  and 
thought  it  would  be  splendid  to  have  such  a 
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slender,  graceful  vine  growing  about  it.  So  it 
stood  straight  and  strong  for  the  vine  to  cling 
to,  and  its  leaves  rustled  a  welcome. 

But,  alas !  the  vine  had  death  in  its  grip. 
The  tiny  plant  that  seemed  so  helpless,  soon 
grew  strong  and  crushed  the  life  out  of  the 
little  tree.  In  a  few  years  the  wine  was  grow- 
ing luxuriantly  over  the  dead  stump  which  had 
once  been  a  graceful,  living  tree.

MISSIONS:  WHAT  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 
AEE  DOING  FOR  THE  WORLD. 

(One  Item  of  Missionary  News  from  Each  Junior.) 

Acts  16 :  5-10. 

If  you  have  carried  out  the  suggestion  made 
in  the  lesson  for  March  31,  and  made  a  map  of 
the  world  for  your  Endeavor  room,  you  can 
make  good  use  of  it  at  this  meeting.  If  you 
have  none,  try  to  arrange  for  either  that  or  a 
globe. 

Cut  some  small  Maltese  crosses  from  white 
paper,  and  write  the  reference  to  a  Scripture 
text  on  each. 

Divide  the  countries  and  islands  among  the 
different  committees.  For  instance,  have  the 
lookout  committee  find  some  interesting  facts 
about  India  and  the  South  Sea  islands.  The 
sunshine  committee,  about  China  and  Japan, 
etc.  The  members  of  the  missionary  com- 
mittee may  take  charge  of  these  committees, 
and  help  them  find  their  missionary. 

Send  to  the  foreign-missionary  society  of 
your  church  for  leaflets,  reports,  etc.  These 
will  help  greatly.     The  items  may  be  copied 

Lore 
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and  read  by  the  Juniors,  but,  if  there  is  a 
specially  interesting  story  or  fact,  it  will  be 
better  appreciated  if  told. 

As  each  item  of  missionary  news  is  told  by 
a  Junior,  have  him  come  forward  and  pin  one 
of  the  little  crosses  on  the  country  of  which  he 
spoke.  Or,  if  thought  best,  one  of  the  mis- 
sionary committee  can  do  this.  If  a  globe  is 
used,  the  crosses  must  be  fastened  on  with  a 
little  paste. 

Tithing  crosses  may  be  used  with  good 
effect  to  raise  missionary  money.  They  are 
made  of  pasteboard,  and  hold  ten  dimes.  It 
would  be  inexpensive  to  furnish  each  com- 
mittee with  one,  and  see  which  would  get 
their  cross  filled  first.  They  may  be  had  by 
sending  to  The  Christian  Finance  Association, 
43  Cortlandt  Street,  New  York.

CHEERFULNESS. 
Prov.  17:  %%;  John  U:  1. 

This  will  be  a  meeting  for  the  sunshine 
committee  to  plan.  Arrange  for  them  to  meet 
with  you  during  the  previous  week,  and  pre- 
pare the  following  motto  and  object-lesson. 

Cut  from  pasteboard,  letters  to  make  the 
word  "  Sunshine."  (These  letters  should  be 
about  six  inches  high,  and  covered  with  either 
gold  paint  or  flitter.)  This  is  to  be  tacked  up 
in  the  front  of  the  Endeavor  room. 

Cut  a  number  of  small  circles  out  of  white 
or  tinted  cardboard.  These  should  be  about 
as  large  as  a  cent.  If  carefully  marked  out, 
the  Juniors  can  cut  them  and  write  on  each  a 
Bible  reference  appropriate  to  the  topic.  The 
following  references  are  suggestive:  Ps.  16: 
6;  Ps.  37:  7;  Prov.  15  :  13;  Prov.  15  :  15; 
Prov.  15  :  30  ;  Prov.  17:1;  Eccl.  4:6;  Phil. 
4 :  11  ;  1  Tim.  6:6;  Heb.  13:5;  Eom. 
8  :  28  ;  Ps.  100  :  1 ;  Ps.  118  :  15  ;  Ps.  126 : 
5,  6;  Matt.  5:  12;  Joel  2:  23. 

These  round  pieces  of  cardboard  we  will  let 
represent   tablets,   and   put   them  in  a  wide- 
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mouthed  bottle  labelled  "  Sunshine  Tablets." 
You  should  have  enough  of  these,  so  that  each 
Junior  may  have  one,  and  a  few  besides. 

Have  your  music  committee  select  the 
brightest  songs,  and,  of  course,  you  will  want 
some  of  the  sunshine  songs. 

Have  the  first  reference  of  the  Scripture 
lesson  read  by  the  leader.  Then  hold  up  the 
bottle  of  "sunshine  tablets"  and  tell  the 
Juniors  that  we  are  going  to  have  some  of  this 
medicine  that  will  help  us  always  to  be  cheer- 
ful. Let  the  Juniors  tell  of  ways  of  being 
cheerful.  Ask  them  if  they  ever  saw  an 
eclipse  of  the  sun,  where  the  bright  disk  of 
the  sun  is  nearly  covered  by  some  object  which 
is  passing  in  front  of  it.  Then  show  them  that 
this  is  the  way  our  cheerfulness  is  sometimes 
hidden.  We  let  trouble  and  a  bad  temper  get 
in  front  of  the  sunshine  in  our  lives,  and  so 
we  cast  a  shadow  over  ourselves  and  the  lives 
of  others.  Pass  the  "  sunshine  tablets  "  among 
the  Juniors,  and  ask  each  to  find  the  refer- 
ence on  the  tablet  and  read  it.  This  will  lead 
the  Juniors  to  see  what  real  cheerfulness  and 
joy  mean. 

After  the  Bible  reading,  have  the  last  refer- 
ence of  the  Scripture  lesson  read.  Follow 
this  with  a  little  quiet  talk,  closing  with  a 
prayer  song  and  sentence  prayers.

LESSONS  FEOM  BIBLE  PKEACHEKS. 

(Petek,  Paul,  Philip,  Stephen,  John  the  Baptist,  etc.) 

Have  the  names  mentioned  in  the  topic 
written  on  slips  of  paper,  and  give  them  to 
the  Juniors  at  the  preceding  meeting.  Ask 
them  to  find  out  all  they  can  about  these 
preachers.  Enough  interesting  facts  may  be 
found  to  make  a  good  meeting,  the  relation 
each  one  bore  to  Jesus ;  the  ways  in  which 
each  came  to  follow  Jesus  ;  the  fact  that  these 
men,  with  a  few  other  good  people,  estab- 
lished the  Christian  church  ;  the  many  ways 
in  which  they  suffered  for  the  gospel's  sake, 
etc. 

Let  the  pastor  be  invited  to  give  a  five- 
minute  talk  at  the  close  of  the  lesson.

KEEPING  ONE'S  TEMPER 

Matt  5:  £1-26;  Prov.  15:  1. 

Prepare  as  an  object-lesson  for  this  meeting 
a  box  and  key.  The  box  may  be  any  size  you 
see  fit,  the  lid  should  be  fastened  on,  so  as  to 
open  with  a  hinge.  This  can  be  done  by 
cutting  off  one  of  the  side  strips  of  the  lid, 
and  pasting  a  strip  of  cloth  smoothly  over  the 
edge  of  the  lid  and  box.  Fasten  a  piece  of 
pasteboard  on  the  front  of  the  lid,  to  repre- 
sent a  lock  similar  to  a  trunk  lock.  Make  a 
slit  in  both  the  lock  and  box,  so  the  key  may 


be  put  in.  Cut  a  large  key  out  of  cardboard 
and  print  on  it  plainly  the  word  "  patience." 
Also  prepare  a  slip  of  paper  for  each  Junior. 
These  should  be  about  six  inches  long  by  one 
inch  wide. 
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If  you  could  have  one  of  your  committees 
meet  with  you,  and  make  enough  of  the  little 
cardboard  keys,  as  described  above,  to  give 
one  to  each  Junior,  it  would  be  a  beautiful 
gift  aild  a  good  lesson. 

Now  the  box  is  to  keep  our  tempers  in. 
Pass  the  slips  among  the  Juniors,  and  ask 
them  to  write  briefly  just  what  tries  their 
temper  most  in  their  every-day  lives.  Make 
it  clear  to  them  that  you  mean  the  little  an- 
noyances that  meet  them  at  home,  on  the 
street,  in  their  play,  or  at  school,  just  the 
things  that  made  them  feel  cross  last  week. 
As  they  are  written,  have  each  bring  his  for- 
ward and  drop  it  in  the  box.  "When  all  the 
slips  are  in,  read  them  one  by  one,  and  have 
them  discussed ;  also  the  best  way  for  keeping 
our  temper  for  each  particular  cross.  "When 
this  is  finished,  put  all  the  slips  in  the  box, 
close  the  lid,  and  show  the  key  to  the  Juniors ; 
then  place  it  in  the  lock.  Tell  them  that  the 
only  way  to  keep  our  temper  is  to  turn  the 
key  of  patience  on  it.  So  we  will  each  take 
home  with  us  an  imaginary  box,  a  good, 
strong  one,  with,  a  great  big  key,  marked 
"  patience,"  and  every  time  our  temper  shows 
itself,  we  will  put  it  in  this  box,  turn  the 
key  of  patience  on  it,  and  keep  it. 

Teach  Proverbs  15  :  1  as  a  memory  verse. 
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OCTOBEE  27. 

PLEDGE  MEETING  NO.  5  :  MY  SOCIETY 
DUTIES. 

Born.  12  :  6-11. 

This  should  be  the  Juniors'  own  meeting. 
Have  the  president  lead,  and  the  other  officers 
seated  about  him.  Also  have  the  committees 
seated  together.  At  the  opening  of  the  meet- 
ing, have  the  president  ask  the  secretary  to 
call  the  roll.  As  the  name  of  each  committee 
is  called,  let  the  entire  committee  rise  and  re- 
main standing  until  all  their  names  are  called 
and  responded  to. 

Supply  the  officers  and  the  chairman  of  each 
committee  with  a  copy  of  the  Junior  constitu- 
tion, or,  if  this  cannot  be  done,  make  a  copy  of 
their  duties  so  they  may  be  read  at  this  meet- 
ing. Our  Juniors  cannot  become  too  familiar 
with  the  constitution  of  their  society.  After 
the  duties  of  officers  and  committees  have  been 
discussed,  pass  to  the  duties  of  the  Juniors  in 
the  prayer  meeting.  Here  they  will  discuss 
the  part  each  Junior  should  take  in  the  meet- 
ing. Have  the  pledge  read,  or  repeated  in 
concert,  then  place  the  emphasis  on  the  last 
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sentence.  What  is  their  duty  as  to  order,  sing- 
ing, praying,  leading,  attentiveness,  etc.  ? 

From  this,  go  to  the  Junior  business  meet- 
ing, and  bring  out  all  the  ideas  regarding  it 
that  will  prove  helpful  and  give  the  Juniors  a 
stronger  interest  in  the  work  of  the  society. 
Read  the  first  sentence  of  the  pledge,  and 
cluster  about  it  all  the  duties  that  have  been 
mentioned  in  the  meeting. 

Present  the  last  leaf  of  the  heart-shaped 
booklet.  This  should  contain  the  last  half  of 
the  pledge,  beginning  "  Just  so  far  as  I  know 
how,"  etc.  Ask  the  Juniors  to  hang  these 
booklets  in  their  rooms,  as  a  reminder  of  their 
pledge.

LOYALTY  TO  JESUS. 

Matt.  10 :  38,  39. 

Prepare  some  little  flags,  as  follows.  Get  a 
sheet  of  bright  red  tissue-paper,  and  cut  from 
it  pieces  two  and  one-half  inches  wide  by  four 
long.  You  will  need  as  many  small  sticks  as 
you  have  pieces  of  paper.  A  strawberry -box 
or  peach-basket  will  furnish  material  for  these. 
Paste  the   paper  on   the   stick,  flag  fashion.

Cut  some  Maltese  crosses  out  of  white  paper. 
In  the  centre  of  each  write  the  reference  of  the 
lesson,  Matt.  10 :  38,  39.  Then  paste  this  on 
the  red  flag.  Make  one  of  these  for  each 
Junior. 
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In  order  to  give  the  Juniors  an  idea  of  what 
loyalty  means,  ask  them  a  few  questions,  such 
as :  What  is  it  to  be  loyal  to  our  country  ? 
"What  is  loyalty  to  our  flag  ? 

Make  a  large  letter  L  on  the  blackboard,  and 
ask  the  Juniors  to  name  all  the  words  they  can 
think  of  beginning  with  L  that  will  make  us 
loyal  to  Jesus  if  we  do  them.  It  will  work  out 
something  like  this  : — 


If  we  are  loyal,  we  must  obey,  be  faithful, 
and  honor  Christ,  in  everything  we  do. 

Let  the  little  flags  represent  loyalty  to 
Christ.  After  they  have  been  presented,  have 
the  Juniors  form  a  circle  about  the  room. 
Join  hands  and,  with  every  head  bowed,  let 
each  make  a  sentence  prayer,  asking  Jesus  to 
help  them  to  be  loyal  to  him. 
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November  10. 
LESSONS  FEOM  BIBLE  SOLDIERS. 

(Gideon,  Joshua,  Cornelius,  Caleb,  Samson,  etc.) 

Let  the  boys  of  your  society  have  charge  of 
this  meeting.  Form  them  into  a  company  of 
soldiers.  Select  a  good  leader  for  the  com- 
mander. Have  them  meet  with  vou  several 
times  for  drill.  This  will  delight  the  boys  and 
give  them  renewed  interest  in  the  work. 

The  idea  may  be  carried  out  in  whatever 
way  seems  best  adapted  to  your  society.  One 
way  would  be  to  have  the  boys  march  to  the 
playing  of  a  drum,  pass  into  the  room,  single 
file,  with  left  hand  at  side,  and  a  Bible  in  the 
right  hand  held  against  the  left  shoulder,  just 
as  soldiers  carry  their  caps  when  marching 
with  uncovered  head.  Let  them  march  to  the 
front  of  the  room  and  take  their  position  in 
two  rows,  with  the  captain  in  front.  At  the 
command  of  the  captain,  have  them  sing,  "  On- 
ward, Christian  Soldiers,"  the  whole  society 
joining  in  the  chorus.  Then  they  may  kneel 
on  one  knee  and  repeat  the  Lord's  Prayer  in 
concert.  Previous  to  the  meeting,  have  five 
of  the  boys  meet  with  you  and  prepare  a  story 
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about  each  of  the  soldiers  mentioned  in  the 
topic.  At  the  command  of  the  captain,  have 
each  of  these  step  forward  in  turn,  and  tell  or 
read  his  story.  These  may  be  divided  by  one 
verse  of  a  song.  After  the  stories  are  told, 
have  the  boys  march  to  their  seats.  Then  lead 
the  Juniors  to  discuss  the  Bible  soldiers  and 
other  brave  men  of  whom  they  have  read  or 
heard. 

The  one  prominent  lesson  to  be  learned  from 
the  Bible  soldiers  is  faith  in  God.  The  follow- 
ing references  will  prove  helpful  in  the  study 
of  these  characters  : —

MISSIONS:     GENEKOUS  GIVING. 

Gen.  28 :  16-22. 

Print  a  large  letter  "  G  "  on  the  blackboard. 
In  front  of  it  write  the  words  of  the  topic, 
Generous  Giving.  Lead  the  Juniors  to  tell 
you  what  real  giving  means.  Then  ask  them 
to  name  things  in  the  animal  world,  the  min- 
eral world,  the  plant  world,  etc.,  that  give. 
For  instance,  the  sheep  gives  us  wool  for  our 
clothes  ;  the  cow  furnishes  milk  and  butter ; 
the  coal  gives  us  warm  fires ;  the  metals  give 
a  thousand  useful  things ;  the  trees  give  us 
wood  to  use  for  fires,  for  making  houses,  etc., 
also  fruits  and  pleasant  shade ;  the  flowers 
give  us  pleasure  in  their  beauty  and  fragrance, 
etc.  They  may  tell  what  the  sun,  rain,  etc., 
give  us. 

The  Juniors  will  delight  in  this  lesson  of 
giving.  Lead  them  to  see  that  all  this  giving 
is  God's  generous  giving  to  his  children,  and 
ask  if  we  should  not  give  generously  to  God. 
This  will  lead  to  ways  in  which  we  may  do 
this. 

Children  have  many  things  to  give.     They 
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may  tell  what  their  hands,  feet,  eyes,  mouths, 
and  faces  can  give.  Thousands  of  children 
cannot  give  in  these  ways,  because  they  have 
never  been  taught  how.  They  simply  live  as 
little  animals,  and  grow  up  into  fierce  men 
and  miserable  women.  They  have  never  had 
Christ's  love  to  help  them.  How  may  we  give 
to  them  ? 

The  last  verse  of  the  Scripture  lesson  should 
be  explained.  While  our  Juniors  may  not  be 
able  to  practice  the  tithing  system,  they  may 
be  educated  along  its  lines,  so  that,  when  the 
time  comes  when  they  have  a  regular  income, 
the  true  spirit  of  giving  will  guide.  The  Jun- 
iors will  get  a  better  idea  of  what  giving  a 
tenth  means  if  you  show  a  cent  and  a  dime,  or 
a  dime  and  a  dollar.

SINGING  FOR  JESUS. 

Ps.  U8:  1-U;  149:  1. 

This  is  a  meeting  for  the  music  committee 
to  plan.  Let  it  be  a  meeting  of  song.  A  few 
special  ones  may  be  planned,  but  let  the  Jun- 
ior hour  be  filled  with  bright,  familiar  songs. 
The  following  exercise  will  make  a  pleasing 
feature.  The  plans  for  this  should  be  made 
two  weeks  previous  to  the  meeting.  Ask  six 
of  the  Juniors  to  commit  to  memory  the  praise 
psalms  in  the  exercise.  Teach  the  song  to  all 
the  Juniors.  Also  ask  each  Junior  to  bring 
some  one  thing  to  this  meeting  that  will  show 
one  of  God's  blessings.  One  may  bring  an 
apple,  another  an  ear  of  corn,  another  some 
wheat,  etc.  Arrange  these  on  a  table,  which 
should  be  placed  where  all  the  Juniors  can 
stand  around  it  in  a  circle.  Have  the  song 
sung  after  each  psalm.  The  first  part  of 
the  song  should  be  sung  loudly  and  joyously, 
the  refrain  softly,  with  clasped  hands  and 
lifted  eyes.  After  the  exercise  let  all  the 
heads  be  bowed,  and  each  Junior  make  a  sen- 
tence prayer  which  may  begin  "Dear  Father, 
I  thank  thee  for ."

FRUITFUL  FOE  JESUS. 

Matt.  7 :  16-20. 

After  the  Scripture  lesson  has  been  read, 
ask  the  Juniors  to  name  the  kinds  of  fruit 
they  like  best.  As  they  are  named,  write  the 
names  on  the  blackboard.  In  this  way  you 
will  get  a  long  list.  Lead  the  Juniors  to  talk 
of  the  blessing  that  these  fruits  are  to  us,  and 
what  we  would  do  without  them.  Also  speak 
of  fruit-growing ;  the  care  that  is  taken  of  the 
trees  and  plants ;  the  insects  that  hurt  them, 
and  the  blight  that  kills  many  of  them,  etc. 
A  lesson  can  be  drawn  from  all  of  these. 

Then  the  thought  that  is  so  clearly  brought 
out  in  our  Scripture  lesson  should  be  illus- 
trated. This  may  be  done  by  showing  two 
kinds  of  fruit,  or,  better  still,  have  a  weed  or 
a  branch  of  a  thorn-tree  and  some  fruit.  Teach 
the  thought  of  the  lesson  by  showing  how  im- 
possible it  is  for  thorns  to  bear  apples.  Like 
produces  like.  Just  so  with  us,  if  we  are 
naughty  and  sinful  in  our  hearts,  we  shall  not 
bear  good  fruit  in  our  lives. 

Teach  Matt.  7 :  20  as  a  memory  verse.

LESSONS  FKOM   BIBLE   TEAVELLEES. 

(Jonah,   Abraham,   the    Ethiopian    Eunuch,  Paul, 
Jacob,  the  Wise  Men.) 

Have  one  of  the  Juniors  outline  a  map  of 
Palestine  and  Egypt,  on  a  large  paper  or- the 
blackboard.  Mark  the  places  mentioned,  and 
follow  these  travellers  in  their  journeys  as  we 
study  the  lesson. 

The  Lord  wanted  Jonah  to  go  to  Nineveh 
and  preach,  but  Jonah  did  not  wish  to ;  so  he 
thought  he  would  run  away  from  God.  He 
went  to  Joppa,  bought  a  ticket  to  Tarshish, 
and  sailed.  God  did  not  like  this,  so  he  caused 
a  storm  on  the  sea.  The  sailors  threw  Jonah 
into  the  water,  and  a  great  fish  swallowed 
him.  Now  God  did  not  want  Jonah  to  die,  so 
he  kept  him  alive  for  three  days  within  the 
fish.  Then  the  fish  cast  him  out  of  his  mouth 
and  Jonah  was  willing  to  do  as  God  wanted 
him.  So  he  preached  at  Nineveh  and  did 
much  good.  (Jonah  1  and  2.)  Christ  uses 
the  adventure  of  Jonah  as  a  symbol  of  his 
resurrection. 

Abraham  lived  in  a  place  called  Ur.  This 
town  is  thought  to  have  been  in  Assyria.  God 
told  Abraham  that  he  would  make  of  him  a  great 
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nation,  and  gave  him  the  land  of  Canaan. 
Abraham  and  his  family  travelled  to  Canaan. 
After  he  got  there  a  great  famine  visited  the 
land,  and  he  had  to  go  to  Egypt.  He  after- 
ward returned  to  his  own  land.  He  had  many 
experiences,  but  through  it  all  he  showed  per- 
fect faith  in  God.     (Gen.  11  to  24.) 

Appoint  one  of  the  Juniors  to  write  the 
story  of  the  Ethiopian  eunuch,  which  is  found 
in  Acts  8 :  26-39.  Also  another,  to  write 
something  of  the  travels  of  Paul,  mentioning 
some  of  his  adventures.  The  Juniors  can 
name  many  more,  and  draw  the  lesson  from 
his  noble,  self-sacrificing  life. 

Paul  was  travelling  from  Jerusalem  to  Da- 
mascus when  he  was  converted.  Acts  9  :  1-20. 

Jacob  was  travelling  from  Beersheba  to  Pa- 
dan-aram  when  he  had  the  wonderful  dream. 
Gen.  28 :  10-22.  Have  one  of  the  Juniors  tell 
the  story  of  Jacob's  dream,  and  follow  this 
with  the  song,  "  Nearer,  My  God,  to  Thee," 
which  shows  forth  the  lesson  so  beautifully. 

Let  the  story  of  the  Wise  Men  be  told  by 
the  Juniors ;  very  little  will  be  left  out  of  it 
by  the  time  they  are  through.  Then  the  les- 
son may  be  drawn  that  no  distance  was  too 
great  to  travel  to  see  Jesus,  that  we  should 
let  nothing  hinder  us  from  drawing  close  to 
this  same  Jesus.

WHAT    THE   BIBLE    TEACHES  ABOUT 
TEMPERANCE. 

(Each  Junioe  to  Repeat  feom  Memory  Some  Passage 
of  Scripture.  ) 

Prov.  W :  1. 

Have  your  temperance  committee  meet  with 
you  during  the  week  previous  to  this  meeting, 
and  prepare  some  little  danger-signals  as  a 
gift  to  accompany  this  lesson. 

Cut  some  red  tissue-paper  or  cotton  cloth 
into  pieces  an  inch  square.  Print  a  Bible  ref- 
erence on  each  and  fasten  them  on  wooden 
toothpicks  with  paste.  Prepare  one  for  each 
Junior.  Make  also  a  large  one  to  fasten  on 
top  of  the  blackboard. 

Ask  the  Juniors  to  name  all  the  ways  they 
can  think  of  in  which  people  are  led  to  form 
a  taste  for  strong  drink.  As  each  way  is 
named,  write  it  on  the  blackboard.  Do  not 
let  them  forget  to  mention  cider,  wine  sauce, 
brandy-punch  and  drops,  ice-cream  soda  fla- 
vored with  wines,  etc.  If  you  can  procure  it, 
show  a  dainty  wine-glass,  and  tell  them  that 
many  young  men  are  led  to  take  their  first 
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drink  from  one  of  these  tiny  glasses.  Warn 
the  girls  against  ever  offering  them  to  their 
friends.  Have  the  different  kinds  of  drinking- 
places  named  also,  such  as  barrooms,  pool- 
rooms, saloons,  beer-gardens,  etc.  After  these 
names  are  all  placed  on  the  blackboard,  place 
the  danger-signal  above  it. 

Carry  out  the  suggestions  of  the  topic. 
This  should  be  announced  at  the  preceding 
meeting,  and,  if  it  seems  best,  reference  slips 
given  out.

JESUS. 

(Cheistmas  Meeting.) 

Matt.  9 :  9  ;  John  1 :  11,  1%. 

Announce  the  subject  for  to-day  at  the 
preceding  meeting,  and  ask  the  Juniors  to  find 
out  from  their  Bibles  how  different  people  re- 
ceived Jesus.  For  instance,  how  was  the  baby 
Jesus  received  by  the  angels,  the  shepherds, 
the  wise  men,  Jlerod,  Simeon,  etc  ?     How  was 


the  man  Jesus  received  by  the  Jews,  the 
Pharisees,  the  different  disciples,  Mary  and 
Martha,  Zacchasus,  etc  ?  Let  each  of  these  be 
clearly  discussed,  then   ask  how   we   are  re- 
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ceiving  Jesus  to-day.  Are  we  casting  stones 
at  him,  as  the  people  of  Nazareth  did  ?  Are 
we  scoffing  him,  as  the  Pharisees  did  ?  Are 
we  crucifying  him,  as  the  Jews  did  ?  or  are 
we  receiving  him  as  our  Saviour  ? 

The  meeting  may  grow  very  earnest  here,  as 
each  one  is  asked  to  confess  Jesus  by  a  testi- 
mony, or  by  quietly  rising.  Some  may  be  led 
to  give  Christ  their  hearts  at  this  Christmas 
time. 

The  accompanying  blackboard  illustration 
may  make  the  lesson  clearer.

NEW  LIFE  IN  THE  NEW  YEAR 

JSph.  k>  82-H;   Col.  3:  8-10. 

We  will  make  a  chalk-talk  of  this,  the 
superintendent  using  the  chalk,  and  the 
Juniors  doing  most  of  the  talking. 

First  we  will  draw  a  large  heart  on  the 
blackboard  and  let  it  represent  our  lives  for 
the  new  year.     We  will  make  two  doors  in  it,  a 


front  door  and  a  back  door.  Our  Scripture  les- 
son said  something  about  an  old  man  and  a  new 
man.  I  will  make  the  old  man  over  here,  just 
going  out  of  the  back  door.  (Ask  the  Juniors 
what  the  old  man  represents,  they  will  tell 
you  the  "  Old  Year.")     You  see  he  is  carrying 
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a  great  bag  and  he  has  rather  a  sorry  look  on 
his  face.  (Draw  a  bag  in  the  man's  hands.) 
What  do  you  suppose  he  has  in  the  bag? 
Now  this  is  "  the  old  man  and  his  deeds,"  as 
spoken  of  in  our  lesson.  (The  Juniors  will  tell 
you  the  reason  he  looks  so  sorry  is  because  he 
is  ashamed  of  these  deeds.)  Here  have  the 
Juniors  name  things  they  may  have  done  in 
the  past  year  that  they  are  ashamed  of,  and 
want  to  put  away.  Write  these  about  the 
bag. 

Are  we  not  very  glad  to  see  this  old  man 
and  his  deeds  going  out  of  our  lives  ? 

Now  we  are  going  to  make  the  new  man, 
coming  in  at  the  front  door.  This  man  also 
has  a  bag,  and  do  you  see  his  smiling  face  ? 
He  looks  like  a  jolly  fellow.  Faces  smile 
when  they  are  happy.  He  acts  as  though  he 
was  going  to  empty  this  big  bag  right  into  our 
lives,  and,  if  he  does,  what  do  we  want  it  to 
hold?  (Here  have  the  Juniors  name  the 
things  they  want  to  do,  and  be,  in  the  new 
year.  Write  these  plainly  in  the  heart  till  it 
is  full.) 

Juniors,  on  Wednesday  this  "  new  man " 
will  walk  into  our  lives ;  are  we  going  to  get 
entirely  rid  of  the  "  old  man  and  his  deeds," 
and  let  the  "  new  man  "  take  possession  ?  If 
so,  let  us  kneel  down  now,  and  ask  God  to 
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make    us  ready  for  the  new  life,  in  the  new- 
year.
